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Making kids sick 


T’S A HIDDEN epidemic. 
America’s housing crisis — unaf- 
fordable rents and crumbling, roach- 

infested buildings — is taking a horri- 

ble toll on its children. While the social 

effects may be wrenching (see “Hous- 

ing Crunch,” page 12), 

the health effects are 

turning out to be disas- 

trous. Consider these 

statistics, compiled in a 

report called “Not Safe 

at Home,” released this 

week by researchers at 

Boston Medical Center 

and Children’s Hospital: 


e Asthma. This condi- 
tion, in which the lungs swell and it be- 
comes very difficult to breathe, is the 
most common chronic childhood dis- 
ease. But it is even more common in the 
inner city, where 9 percent of white 
children and 12 percent of black chil- 
dren suffer its effects. . 

One of the key reasons, it is now 
clear, is overcrowded, dusty, pest-in- 
fested housing. The study estimates that 
nationwide, 17,849 children aged four 
to nine are sent to the hospital with 
asthma attacks each year because their 
homes are overrun with cockroaches. 
And asthma is serious; it kills hundreds 
of children every year. 


e Malnutrition. When housing is 
too expensive, there is not always 
enough money left over for food. So 
harsh are the tradeoffs that doctors 
have actually been able to measure it in 

the bodies of children. 
Of kids on a waiting list 
for affordable housing, 
one in every five 
showed signs of stunted 
growth, compared to 
one in 30 for kids 
whose families had al- 
ready been placed. In 
winter, when heating 
bills are high, the situa- 
tion is even worse: one 
Boston City Hospital 
study found that growth in young chil- 
dren slowed during these months. Go- 
ing hungry in the early years — a cru- 
cial period for emotional and cognitive 
development — causes major prob- 
lems for children down the road, in 
school and in life. 


e Lead poisoning. Despite laudable 
legislation in a number of states (includ- 
ing Massachusetts), the problem of lead 
poisoning — most commonly caused by 
leaded paint in old homes — is hardly a 
thing of the past. The Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention estimate 
that a million US children ‘still have'ele- 


vated levels of lead in their blood. Long- 
term exposure to lead damages the 
brain: among children aged one to five, 
the Boston study estimates that 2.5 mil- 
lion points of IQ are lost every year. 


What these numbers add up to is a 
startling case of societal child abuse. 

There are clear-cut steps that Boston 
can take. A medical review board at the 
Boston Housing Authority, for example, 
to give priority to families whose chil- 
dren have health problems. More fund- 
ing for the city’s deleading program. 
Stricter housing-code enforcement, es- 
pecially where children live. 

But the problem is a national one. 
Why not convene congressional hear- 
ings? Senator John Kerry, who spoke at 
a press conference announcing the re- 
port, would be well-positioned to chair 
them from his Senate Banking, Hous- 
ing, and Urban Affairs Committee. 

Joshua Sharfstein, a project director 
at Children’s Hospital, explained his 
motive for putting together the report: 
frustration at knowing he had to send 
children home to houses that would 
make them sick. He turned his frustra- 
tion into anger — and action. It is time 
the nation did the same. &

William Jefferson Clinton and his 
Praetorian Guard have launched a new 
counteroffensive against independent 
counsel Kenneth Starr and his minions. 
“Trial by leak!” the Clintonites are 
screaming in the media; presidential 
lawyer David Kendall has filed a formal 
court complaint. The chief executive's 
riposte to Starr’s outrageous and invasive 
pressure tactics is fitting, if disingenuous: 
Starr is doing to him precisely what the 
Justice Department has been doing to 
ordinary citizens for decades. 

Leaking of material presented to a 
grand jury is indeed a federal crime. But 
most federal prosecutors are not so 
foolish as to risk career and liberty to leak 
grand-jury information, even though 
“leak investigations” are extremely rare 
and almost never successful in drawing 
out the needed information. Someone 
would have to subpoena the prosecutors, 
which is rarely done, or the journalists, 
which is sometimes done but is rarely 
fruitful. In any case, both sides would be 
loath to alienate the press right now, 
since both sides wish to use the press. 

Sometimes, FBI agents, or those 
working with them, do the leaking. Other

themselves, and their lawyers, are not 
bound by grand-jury secrecy rules. So it’s 
nearly impossible to trace, much less 
punish, a leak. Clinton and his lawyers 
know this. The “leak” attack against 
Starr is a diversionary tactic. 

More and more, we sce that Starr's

No more 
‘working poor’ 














Hoping to eradicate the 
phenomenon of “the working poor” — 
people who hold full-time jobs but 
don't earn enough money to climb 
out of poverty — a group of 
Massachusetts legislators and 





activists has kicked off an effort to 





raise the state’s minimum wage 





Thirty years ago, the hourly 















minimum wage had a buying power 
equivalent to more than $7 today. 
Since that time, neither the federal 





nor the state government has kept up 





with inflation. Massachusetts set its 





minimum wage at $5.25 in 1995; the 





federal government, which has 





always lagged behind, hiked its rate 





to $5.15 the following year. 





On Monday, a group of Democratic 





legislators, including Senate 





president Tom Birmingham (D- 





Boston), state representative Jim 





Marzilli (D-Arlington), and state 





senator Stephen Lynch (D-Boston), 






announced they would file legislation 





to reverse the wage’s shrinkage. 





Their proposal, which mirrors 








legislation recently introduced in 







Congress by Senator Ted Kennedy 
(D-Massachusetts), would add 50 
cents to the state’s current hourly 






minimum every year for the next three 
years, bringing it to $6.75 in 2000. 
What the plan would do next is so 









obvious it’s hard to understand why it 
hasn't been done before: tie the 











minimum wage to the rate of inflation. 
Instead of having to cope with a 
devaluing dollar until politicians catch 






up with the economy, workers would 







now be guaranteed a livable wage 


regardless of economic shifts. 






Lending intellectual credibility and 








clout to the plan was former 
Secretary of Labor and current 
Brandeis professor Robert Reich, 






who declared Monday that the term 









“working poor... should be an 
oxymoron.” 

The proposal is one of nine bills in 
a “Working Families Agenda” that will 








be unveiled on Beacon Hill by 
progressive legislators and activists

Joe Malone’s shouting match with the Globe 


Both Joe Malone spokesman Eric Fehrnstrom and 
Boston Globe State House bureau chief Frank Phillips 
are quick to insist that last week's dustup between Malone 
and Phillips was no big deal. 

Which is why it’s odd that Fehrnstrom calls it “a 
shouting match” that got “ugly,” and that Phillips calls 
it an example of the Malone camp’s “paranoia.” 

The no-big-deal took place at a February 5 news 
conference. State treasurer Malone, who's running for 
governor, criticized Acting Governor Paul Cellucci for 
failing to push the death penalty through the legislature 
last year — and for choosing as his running mate 
former state senator Jane Swift, who opposed capital 
punishment until recently. 

Malone also introduced Mark Vainas, a Republican 
businessman, who plans to run against state 
representative John Slattery (D-Peabody) this 
November. It was Slattery’s last-second change of heart 
that sent the death penalty to defeat. 

According to an account by State House News Service 
(SHNS), the news conference degenerated into “a 
shouting match” between “several Boston Globe 
reporters” and Malone. The “reporters” (mainly Phillips, 
by all accounts) asked Malone whether he’s hurting the 
Republican Party by challenging Cellucci, and pressed him 
on why he criticizes Cellucci for policies that were clearly 
the doing of his predecessor, Bill Weld. Malone, SHNS 
reported, “tried to turn the tables, ribbing the Globe staff 
about their coziness with the former governor.”

A beach boy goeth 


The musical heart of the Beach Boys 
stopped keeping time last 
Saturday, February 7, 
when Carl Wilson 
died of 
complications 
from lung cancer 
at age 51. 

Although he 
was overshadowed 
throughout his nearly 
40-year career by his 
brother Brian — the 
troubled genius 
behind the Beach 
Boys’ trademark harmonies and studio 
masterpieces like 1966’s Pet Sounds — Carl 
was a driving force in the quintessential surf- 
pop group’s early years. He was lead guitarist 
for the Beach Boys since their inception; Carl's 
clean, Chuck Berry-derived licks were a 
signature of many of the group’s early hits, 
including 1963’s “Surfin’ U.S.A.” 

The Wilson brothers, along with cousin Mike 
Love and friend Al Jardine, portrayed a 
California lifestyle of mythic proportions, full of 
cars, girls, and glorious beaches. Yet life for the 
Wilsons was darkened by the menacing shadow 
of their controlling, mentally unstable father. 
Carl seemed to weather the family’s storms 
best, and when Brian had a breakdown that 
prevented him from touring in 1965, Carl 
became the group’s musical leader. He 
remained at the helm save for one year, 1981, 
when he made the solo album Cari Wilson. Then 
he returned, leading the Beach Boys through 
endless summers on the oldies circuit and a 
brief chart renaissance in 1988 with the number 
one hit “Kokomo” and their induction into the 
Rock ’n’ Roll Hall of Fame.

In just two years, the number of people killed by 
trains in Massachusetts has more than doubled, 
from 6 in 1995 to 16 last year. State 
transportation officials are concerned that the toll 
could grow, especially because the new South 
Shore commuter rail — many miles of new track, 
from Boston to Cape Cod — is now open. 

In response, state officials are launching a new 
safety campaign. The MBTA is sending speakers to 
South Shore schools to educate 350,000 children 
about precautions such as keeping away from the 
tracks and obeying railroad crossing signals. But 
the program also has a tougher side: constructing 
fences and fining trespassers up to $100. 

“It was time to send the message that using 
railroad tracks as walkways is unacceptable,” says 
Bob Prince, general manager for the MBTA. 

“People need to realize that trains travel about 
100 miles per hour,” Prince says. “They appear 
very quickly, too quickly to get out of the way.”

T THE CAMPAIGN headquarters 

of the woman who wants to become 

the first female governor of Massa- 
chusetts, a busted fluorescent light flickers 
in a dilapidated, airless office. It’s hardly 
the ideal place to impress a visiting inter- 
viewer. Yet the candidate, long on deter- 
mination but short on money, insists that 
her slow-starting campaign has its best 
days before it. 

For Patricia McGovern, a former state 
senator from Lawrence, the ramshackle set- 
ting is a long way from the elegant State 
House office she occupied as the powerful 
chairwoman of the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee. But the road ahead, to the 
chandeliered corner office now held by Act- 
ing Governor Paul Cellucci, is even longer. 

And yet Pat McGovern, a dark horse to- 
day, may be the Democrats’ best hope in 
the 1998 governor’s race. She has the ex- 
perience, the policy expertise, and a gender 
advantage that make her an extremely ap- 
pealing candidate. 

For months, McGovern has been little 
more than a gnat buzzing around the mar- 
gins of the race. And with just seven

months to go before a September primary 
that she says could cost $2 million, she’s 
got a paltry $266,000 in the bank. Worse, 
she fared poorly in last weekend's Demo- 
cratic caucuses: few of her supporters were 
elected as delegates to the party’s June 
nominating convention. 

But McGovern downplays the caucus 
results. A late entry into the race, she ar- 
gues that all she has ever hoped for is 
the 15 percent support from convention 
delegates — hundreds of whom remain 
uncommitted — that it takes to make it 
onto the primary ballot. 

Events of the past few weeks suggest 
that McGovern will make the ballot — 
and that she is a real threat to win the 
Democratic nomination. Consider these 
developments: 

Financially, McGovern appears to have 
turned a corner: her $172,000 January 
fundraising effort was her best to date. In 
December, she won the endorsement of 
EMILY’s List, a national organization that 
solicits donations for pro-choice women 
candidates, and from which she might reap 
up to $300,000. 
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Organizationally, she has assembled a 
crack campaign team, an all-star lincup that 
includes former Paul Tsongas aide Phil 
Stanley as campaign manager; veteran oper- 
ative and Tom Menino adviser Bill Carrick 
as media consultant; renowned pollster Ir- 
win “Tubby” Harrison; and Alan Solomont, 
a former fundraising wizard for the Demo- 
cratic National Committee who has already 
begun to solve her financial woes. 

And her campaign is at last emerging in 
the public eye, with sharp jabs at her oppo- 
nents and a growing policy agenda. 
Democrats also now report that on the 
stump, McGovern is delivering a home run 
of a speech. 

In an interview at her Temple Place 
campaign offices last week, the 56-year-old 
product of working-class Lawrence (since 
moved to Andover) seems energized by her 
new momentum. 

“This primary is wide open,” McGovern 
declares with her rapid-fire cadence and 
impatient, no-bullshit manner. “This is a 
dead heat right now.” 

She's right. But the emphasis here is on 
dead. Kennedy's decision not to run 





drained the energy from the Democratic 
race, and three new candidates — McGov- 
ern, and newcomers Ray Flynn, the former 
Boston Mayor, and ex-congressman Brian 
Donnelly — have failed to restore it. 

Nor has the clear front-runner, Attorney 
General Scott Harshbarger. Although he 
was the only candidate already running 
when Kennedy left the race, and despite his 
$1.25 million campaign account, wide 
name recognition, solid record — and the 
fact that he appears to have won enough 
caucus delegates last week to guarantee 
himself a place on the primary ballot — 
Harshbarger has failed to inspire 
widespread support. 

That lack of enthusiasm is McGovern’'s 
opening. Although she joined the race only 
in September, a Boston Globe/WBZ poll of 
Democrats last month showed McGovern 
close behind Harshbarger, with 17 percent 
to his 21 percent, with long shots Flynn 
and Donnelly lagging far behind. In a 
head-to-head matchup, the poll showed, 
McGovern and Harshbarger are dead- 
locked. 

Could Pat McGovern be the antidote to 
the Democratic Party’s ennui? She has her 
flaws, to be sure — including newly raised 
questions about her recent service for cor- 
porate clients. But McGovern brings many 
strengths to this race: her 12 years dealing 
with the dense policy and political hardball 
of Beacon Hill may make her the best- 
qualified candidate. Her platform of child 
care, education and health care is thought- 
ful and appropriate for the times — al- 
though marred by a popular but fiscally ir- 
responsible tax cut. She gives a state that 
has elected just one woman to a statewide 
office a chance to catch up with the nation. 
And, perhaps most persuasively, she may 
be the Democrat best able to win back the 
governorship. 

But unless her candidacy continues to 
gather steam, McGovern could fizzle out 
before most voters even hear about her. 

“Pat McGovern may be the most dan- 








gcerous candidate in a general clection,” 
says Lou DiNatale, a scnior fellow at 
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UMass Boston’s McCormack Institute of 
Public Affairs. “Her biggest problem is 


winning the primary.” 


HE MAIN office of McGovern’s cam- 

paign is a classic underdog’s bunker. 
Four aides are crammed into a cluttered 
space, toiling beneath reminders of the 
challenge before them. On one wall hangs a 
chart labeled HARSHBARGER: RHETORIC VS. 
RECORD. On another, the “Sun Tzu thought 
of the day”: “He who is patient and lies in 
wait will be victorious over he who is not.” 

McGovern certainly felt like an underdog 
three decades ago, as a rare female law stu- 
dent at Suffolk University (which she also 
attended as an undergraduate), and in her 
years as a public defender in Lawrence. 


But for most of her 12 
years in the state senate, 
she was one of the legisla- 
ture’s top power brokers. 
Named chairman of the 


Ways and Means Commit- 


tee by then—Senate presi- 
dent Billy Bulger in 1985, 
she remains one of the 
most powerful women 
Beacon Hill has ever seen. 

It was in that post that 
McGovern built her solid 
record as a policy junkie 
with a knack for hammer- 
ing out tough compro- 
mises. Her pragmatism 
often frustrated progres- 
sives, however, particu- 
larly when it came to par- 
ing the state’s human-ser- 
vices budget in the late 
1980's, and she was often 
assailed for carrying Bul- 
ger’s water. 

As a Senator, McGov- 
ern wrangled with crush- 
ingly complex policy is- 
sues. In 1988, she au- 
thored a sweeping bill that 
guaranteed health insur- 
ance for every resident of 
the state (opponents 
stalled funding before ulti- 
mately repealing the law). 
And when recession 
struck the state in the late 
1980s, McGovern was a 
chief fiscal surgeon. She 
was the one who identified 
the five “budget busters” 
that were bleeding the 
state's finances to death, 
who refused to accept 
Governor Michael 
Dukakis’s unbalanced 
budget, and who was then 
a main architect of painful 
spending cuts and tax 
hikes. 

McGovern left the Sen- 
ate in 1992. And after five 
years with the Boston law 
firm of Goulston and 
Storrs, she’s returned 
with a softer image. Now, 
with her campaign mantra 
of child care, health care, 
and education, McGov- 
ern’s image is more that 
of a doting nanny, not a 
budget-crafting power 
broker. 

McGovern, who is un- 
married herself, offers sev- 
eral child care remedies 
for “stressed-out” parents: 
keeping schools open later 
to keep latchkey kids oc- 
cupied, creating all-day 


kindergartens, and offering tax incentives 
for daycare programs in the workplace. 

For an education system gripped by what 
she calls “confusion and chaos,” McGovern 
wants a close review of the state’s massive 
spending on school reform. She stresses 
the importance of adult job training. And 
she says recent quarreling within the state 
Board of Education, and last week’s sur- 
prise resignation of education commission- 
er Robert Antonucci, expose Cellucci’s 


weak leadership. 


Then there’s her updated approach to 
health care, which might have been scripted 


McGovern still believes in the principle of 
universal coverage, but has abandoned the 


idea that one sweeping bill can deliver it. “I 


don’t think the times would allow for that,” 
she says. She favors an “incremental, calm, 
moderate” approach instead. And she wor- 
ries about HMOs, where “bureaucrats and 
technocrats are deciding what kind of 
health care we're going to get.” 
McGovern is still short on details 
so are most of the candidates. Yet without 
pandering, she’s clearly hit upon themes

that promise success not just with 
Democrats, but also among the suburban 
independents who swing statewide races. 
Which is what makes her such a strong 
candidate. Indeed, one of the best argu- 
ments on behalf of Pat McGovern comes 


from the Cellucci camp, 

where McGovern is said to 

be feared more than any 
other Democratic oppo- 
nent. 

That's because in today’s 
supermarket of American 
politics, women fly off the 
shelves. The 1998 election 
comes at a time of eco- 
nomic comfort and social 
distress. During a reces- 
sion, voters may want a 
mean old man to pinch 
their pennies. But with so- 
cial programs inching back 
into vogue, a caring wom- 
an is just the tonic. 

Paul Cellucci knows this 
— look at his recent politi- 
cal posturing. In his Jan- 
uary State of the State ad- 
dress, he fixated on educa- 
tion, proposing to hire 
40,000 new teachers. His 
budget plan includes 
$40 million for daycare. 
And last week, in perhaps 
the clearest indication yet 
of whom he’s trying to im- 
press, Cellucci named a 
woman, Jane Swift, to be 
his running mate. 

“I think that was a great 
compliment,” McGovern 
says with a wry grin. “I’m 
happy. | want my campaign 
to drive these issues.” 

If the election does come 
down to issues like child 
care and education, Mc- 
Govern will have an edge. 
This is political turf on 
which women simply have 
more credibility. 

“The fact is that every- 
one’s going to agree on 
what the issues are this 
year,” says Democratic 
consultant Mary Anne 
Marsh. “And if that’s what 
people are going to base 
their votes on, then 
Democrats in general, and 
Democratic women spccif- 
ically, will have the advan- 
tage.” But it’s an advan- 
tage Democrats may lose if 
they face Cellucci (or his 
primary opponent, state 
treasurer Joe Malone) with 
the starchy and prosecuto- 
rial Harshbarger, who has 

yet to show any chemistry 
with the electorate. 

To be sure, McGovern’s 
candidacy has baggage of 
its own. Republicans will 
portray her as a political 
Lazarus rising from the re- 


cessionary late 1980s to bury the business 
community with regulations and taxes (the 
hated “service tax” in particular). They will 
lampoon her as a pawn of Billy Bulger. 

More troublesome, however, may be 
what she’s done since leaving the Senate. 
McGovern hasn't shamelessly exploited her 
State House connections like some former 
colleagues, but as the Globe’s Brian 
Mooney pointed out Wednesday, she did 
earn a healthy $51,000 lobbying in

thing of a feminist 
heroine, challenging 
the glass ceiling of 
state politics. But some 
women still resent her 
refusal as a senator to 
join the Women’s Leg- 
islative Caucus, and re- 
member her reluctance 
to play gender politics. 
“I never defined myself as a ‘woman senator,’” she told 
the Globe in 1993. “I was a senator who was a woman. 
There's a real difference.” To some critics, for McGov- 
ern to now ask women to cast gender-based votes reeks 
of insincerity. 

A more substantive problem is McGovern’s support for a 
$1.2-billion-per-year tax cut, which she explains by saying 
she feels bound by a “promise” — some on Beacon Hill dis- 
pute the characterization — that a 1989 income tax increase 
would be temporary. 

Though she can’t be faulted for wanting to keep her 
word, McGovern’s tax cut is at odds with her ideas for ex- 
panding social programs. Clearly recognizing that she can't 
have it both ways, McGovern has lately been playing down 
the proposal. “It’s almost a conditional tax cut,” she says, a 
plan that phases in a rollback over five years — and then 
only if unemployment rates don’t rise. “This repeal is the 
most conservative one on the table. It doesn’t happen unless 
the economy is doing very well.” 

That’s somewhat comforting. And the sad truth is that the 
98 campaign has turned into such a tax-cut auction — 
Harshbarger, for instance, supports a whopping $1.5 billion 
cut — that McGovern’s plan now looks like the Icast of sev- 
eral evils. 

McGovern herself, however, is more than a lesser evil. 
She isn’t a perfect candidate, but she is a highly qualificd, 
sensible, and electable one. One hopes she can sustain her 
momentum, for she promises to energize the Democratic 
campaign — a campaign that risks going by default to the 
well-financed Harshbarger. A spirited debate is exactly 
what Massachusetts Democrats need in 1998, and it 
would be a shame — for both McGovern and for the party 
— if she never gets the chance she deserves. a

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BOSTON IS CHANGING. In these im- 
proved economic times, there is a renewed 
sense of faith in the city’s future. That has 
brought a burst of urban planning, invest- 
ment, and development. Roadways are be- 
ing reworked; shorelines are being restruc- 
tured; new skyscrapers are being designed. 

But amid this surge of optimism, there 
should also be concern. The economic 
boom has sent the market skyward. On av- 
erage, rents in Boston, according to the 
Massachusetts Tenants Organization, have 
increased 40 percent, from $800 in 1990 to 
$1100 in 1997. And the elimination of rent 
control in 1995 left thousands of residents 
in Boston, Cambridge, and Brookline even 
more vulnerable. Eviction rates have ex- 
ploded; the hardest hit have been the elder- 
ly, the poor, and the working class. Efforts 
to stem further losses — new affordabie- 
housing projects, federal grants, tenant ad- 
vocacy — are falling far short. 

Rent control was far from perfect. It un- 
fairly penalized homeowners, froze new 
rental construction, and was too often ex- 
ploited by those who didn’t need its protec- 
tion. But its elimination is undoubtedly 
changing the face of neighborhoods. 

This week, the Phoenix looks beyond the 
boom to three elements of the housing 
struggle: 

@ The trials of Boston tenants in one of the 
fastest-changing neighborhoods, Jamaica 
Plain. (Story opposite.) 

@ In Cambridge activists are fighting, but 
they don’t have a winning strategy. (See

@ Students, who push rents up everywhere, 
are targets of resentment.

It is a complex issue, but the stories make 
one thing clear: in the post-rent control era, 
nobody has yet articulated a housing solu- 
tion that everyone can live with.

Ethnic struggles

has revitalized the city’s condo, rental, and residential 

markets. One year ago, the last vestiges of rent con- 
trol were let go, further boosting rents (and property val- 
ues). But the rising prices have a flip side: people with mod- 
erate and low incomes are being pushed out. 

Research conducted by the community group HOME 
Coalition shows that funding cutbacks, coupled with the 
termination of rental protection, are forcing lower-income 
residents to leave many of Boston’s neighborhoods. “The 
number of calls we receive from people in desperate living 
situations has almost doubled since last year,” says Norma 
Rosario, a housing coordinator for City Life/Vida Urbana, a 
low-income-tenant activist group. “Even I had to leave Ja- 
maica Plain and move to Mattapan because of the high 
rental rates. And, sadly, that is the advice | am forced to 
give to the people who come to me.” 

Throughout the city, the largest low-income population 
being affected is the elderly. “We are doing all we can, but 
the volume of elderly people in need of legal assistance [to 
fight evictions] is staggering,” says Jeff Purcell, an attorney 
for Greater Boston Legal Services. 

Yet it is not just the poor and the elderly who are being 
affected. The hyperventilating market has also hit working 
families hard. This dynamic has been playing out dramati- 
cally in Jamaica Plain, perhaps the city’s most economically 
and ethnically diverse neighborhood. 

“When we first moved to Jamaica Plain, there were many 
houses for sale, but we weren’t ready financially [to buy],” 
says 40-year-old Josefina Pereira, a part-time nurse practi- 
tioner who lives with her family in the Hyde/Jackson Square 
area of JP. “Two months ago, however, we started to look 
seriously for a house. But the prices are so extremely 
high. . . . I’m afraid we 
may have to move away 
from Jamaica Plain, 

[even though] we love it 
here.” 

“The diversity of the 
community is in jeop- 
ardy,” says Kathy 
Brown, director of City 
Life/Vida Urbana. 

On February 2, City 
Life/Vida Urbana and

the Neighborhood Development Corporation of Jamaica 
Plain launched what they are calling a Campaign of Con- 
science. Their goals: to rally for affordable housing fund- 
ing, and to raise awareness about the less visible, yet high- 
ly distressing, effects the new market has had on the city’s 


diversity. 


Historically, Jamaica Plain was built up by just the kind of 
struggling ethnic working families who are now feeling the 
pressure. Shortly after railroad and streetcar tracks were 
laid in the Washington Street area, what was once rural Ja- 
maica Plain and Roxbury became a booming industrial 
community. From 1840 to the turn of the century, a steady 
stream of German, Irish, and Italian immigrants, attracted 
by jobs at new factories, moved into the two- and three- 
family houses that are now a JP trademark. Tanneries, 
breweries, a large shoe factory, and numerous small trade 
shops began popping up all over the area. 

Between 1941 and 1960, large numbers of African-Amer- 
icans moved in. Puerto Ricans, Cubans, and other Latino 


immigrants followed soon after. 


Now, though, there is a new dynamic. More-affluent 
white residents, themselves priced out of Cambridge and the 
South End, are moving in. More and more young lesbian 
and gay professionals are choosing culturally rich Jamaica 


Plain as their home. 


Similarly, college students — from Massachusetts Col- 
lege of Art, Northeastern University, and even Boston Uni- 
versity — are pushing in, enticed by JP’s small-town feel, 
ample public transportation, and proximity to the universi- 
ties. And they’ve found a warm reception from landlords. 
“It’s much easier for landlords to welcome the influx of 
college students who are willing to pay higher rents and 
who complain very little about disrepair,” says Dawn

tween 1994 and 1997. In the same time 

period, two-family-home prices increased 
61 percent; three-family homes, common 
in the neighborhood, have jumped in price 
by a stunning 72 percent. 

The statewide end of rent control has 
squeezed residents, too. In Jamaica Plain, 
1200 units lost rent control in 1994, and 
an additional 3200 lost vacancy decontrol 
and eviction protections at the beginning of 
1997. The cost to rent a one-bedroom 
apartment in JP has increased 22 percent in 
the past three years. Two-bedrooms are up 
34 percent; the going rate is now $1000, 
compared to $745 in 1994. 

Boston’s rental market is showing a mea- 
ger 1.6 percent vacancy rate, according to 
the Rental Housing Association. 

Average rental prices are still lower in Ja- 
maica Plain ($910) than the citywide average 
($1047), but the neighborhood will not stay 
behind for long. Even now, Urban Edge, a 
community-development corporation in Ja- 
maica Plain, has a waiting list of 2000 tenants 
in search of affordable housing. 

One of the more unusual developments 
in JP is that people are actually renting 
their living rooms or dining rooms to fami- 
lies of two, three, and four members. Nor- 
ma Rosario, of City Life/Vida Urbana, is 
currently working on finding homes for 
300 displaced Jamaica Plain residents, 
most of them Latinos. According to 
Rosario, half her clients are currently rent- 
ing a room in someone else’s apartment. 

“The number of people who have to 
share apartments is definitely increasing 
with the rising cost of rents,” Rosario says. 

Luc Jaramillo, a 47-year-old born in 
Colombia, has experienced this type of 
uncomfortable living situation firsthand. 
She is currently living with a Puerto Rican 
family, sharing a two-room apartment 
with four adults and two children. She 
even shares her bed with her landlady and 
one of the children. 

Situations like Jaramillo’s, says Rosario, are “very upset- 
ting because many of these families have children, and this 
type of instability . . . has a serious effect on them.” 

In response to the housing crunch caused by the demise 
of rent control, the city is in the process of constructing 
new affordable-housing units. Boston’s budget for the de- 
velopment of rental housing is $9 million for fiscal year 
1997, according to Pat Canavan, Mayor Menino’s housing 
adviser. In Jamaica Plain alone, says Canavan, there are 69 
rental units and 25 homes either under construction or 
awaiting approval. 

Canavan adds that it’s very difficult to create affordable 
housing because developers profit_less from these projects 
than they would from private contracts. 

“It goes back to Congress and what they are willing to

support,” Canavan says. “Unfortunately, there just is no 
more money.” 

Activists participating in the Campaign of Conscience 
aren’t satisfied with that answer, though. They want the 
government to supply more funding, and they want existing 
units upgraded. They also want absentee landlords taken to 
task for providing less-than-adequate living conditions to 
long-time residents. 

The Campaign also has a broader ambition: to educate 
landlords about the benefits of maintaining a stable resi- 
dence base in Jamaica Plain. 

The message that activists want to send landlords is a 
simple one. Rental units are looked after not only by the 
landlords but also by the tenants who live there, and long- 
term tenants are more caring tenants. “On a more humane

Belkin- Martinez 
has been on both 
sides of the fence. 
The 38-year-old 
has lived in Jamaica 
Plain since 1984 
and has owned a 
triple-decker since 
1990. After making 
the decision to keep 
her own rents low, 
she helped launch 
the Campaign of 
Conscience, she 
says, because she 
believes that with a 
little education, other landlords will do the right thing. 

“I don’t think people really think about the dilemma sky- 
rocketing real estate costs have created,” Belkin-Martinez 
says. “They aren’t vindictive. They just don’t realize that 
asking market value in this type of market is hurting hard- 
working people.” 

“Many people are struggling in today’s society, and when 
you are struggling yourself, it is difficult to have compas- 
sion for those who don’t work and who live on government 
assistance,” says Josefina Pereira, whose family will proba- 
bly be leaving the neighborhood it loves. “But that is not the 
case with us. We are hard-working people who just want to 
give our daughter a safe place to live and grow.” a

Losing control

AST THURSDAY, A strange drama 
unfolded on the 14th floor of the 
Middlesex Superior Courthouse, in 
East Cambridge. A major Cambridge land- 
lord, the Stu-Lin Realty Trust, was trying 
to evict a daycare teacher named Julia Gin- 
dele from her formerly 
rent-controlled studio 
apartment between Har- 
vard and Porter Squares 
because she refused to pay 
a 50-percent hike in her 
monthly rent. Though such landlord-tenant 
disputes have been common since rent 
control was eliminated statewide in 1995, 
this one had a twist: Gindele’s attorneys, 
Jeff Purcell and Jonathan Braun, were 
threatening to take her case before a jury. 

The idea of putting a rent control eviction 
case before a jury was intriguing, not to 
mention unprecedented for Cambridge. Jury 
trials for rent control disputes have only re- 
cently become an option; nobody was sure 
what would happen. On the street, rent con- 
trol is a politically charged and emotional de- 
bate; in a courtroom, the rhetoric might have 
been comparatively subdued. But Cambridge 
housing activists, citing new studies showing 
how rent control’s end has eroded the city’s 
racial and economic diversity, hoped a ver- 
dict in Gindele’s favor might send a message 
in support of less-affluent tenants. “I'd like 
to see what a jury makes of this,” Bill Cavel- 
lini, a principal member of the Eviction Free 
Zone and the Campaign to Save 2000 
Homes, two Cambridge housing activist 
groups, said Thursday morning. 

But the trial never happened. At the last 
minute, Gindele’s and Stu-Lin’s attorneys 
hashed out an agreement allowing Gindele 
to stay in her apartment at a rent of $350 
per month for another two years. The stu- 
dio will then be returned to Stu-Lin Realty, 
which, presumably, will rent it at market 
value — currently around $750 per month. 

Gindele’s supporters celebrated, saying she 
got a favorable deal from a tough landlord. 
Still, a unique chance to have rent control’s 
impact debated by a jury was lost. “It’s good 
for her,” one activist said. “But the downside 
is we didn’t get a trial and the verdict that the 
movement needed.” 

This kind of tradeoff is 
what Cambridge housing ac- 
tivism is about in 1998. The 
big battle — rent control — 
is lost. Today, the war has 
moved to new fronts: per- 
suading the city to spend 
more money on affordable 
housing, finding ways of 
raising that money, and get- 
ting landlords to ease up on 
dramatic rent hikes. Without 
these measures, activists ar- 
gue, long-time residents will 
continue to leave Cambridge, 
and the city’s tradition of di- 
versity will diminish. 

But the tenant movement in 
Cambridge — as in Boston 
— is mostly a matter of fight- 
ing little battles for people like 
Julia Gindele. Claw a week 
here, scratch a month there, 
do a little picketing and 
shouting, and maybe you can 
keep a tenant in Cambridge 
another year. Activists are 
certain their influence keeps 
people in their homes. But, in 
this post—rent control era, can 
they make any long-term dif- 
ference? 


O MATTER what you think about rent 

control — whether you think it’s an in- 

tegral protector of working-class and poor 

tenants, or an unfair shackle upon busi- 

nesspeople seeking a fair return on their 

property — there’s no denying the conse- 

quences of its elimination. 

According to a recent 

study commissioned by 

Cambridge’s Community 

Development Department, 

at least 38 percent of the 

people who lived in the city’s approximately 

14,500 rent-controlled units have moved 

since Question 9 was approved in Novem- 

ber 1994. And 60 percent of those tenants 
have moved out of Cambridge entirely. 

Predictably, as units have been decon- 
trolled and rents have risen, Cambridge’s 
character has changed. Residents are get- 
ting younger, whiter, and richer — and 
more are coming from out of town. Sixty 
percent of people who have moved into de- 
controlled units in Cambridge have come 
from outside the city. Thirty percent of new 
households occupying decontrolled apart- 
ments include college or graduate students. 

Veterans of the rent control war see these 
figures and say, We told you so. But getting 
rent control back is a fantasy, most agree. 
“Rent control is a dead doggie,” says Robert 
Winters, who publishes an e-mail newsletter 
on the Cambridge political scene. 

So the question becomes: How does a 
city without rent control preserve its diver- 
sity? In the past three years, Cambridge 
housing activists’ priorities have shifted 
from rent control to affordable housing. 
The Eviction Free Zone, a collection of lo- 
cal housing activists, has spearheaded sev- 
eral ideas, including the Ten Million Dol- 
lar Plan, which called for the city to set 
aside $10 million of its post—rent control 
revenues to create more publicly owned, 
low-rent housing. Though the plan didn’t 
take hold in its original form, it did stimu- 
late City Hall to act: last year, Cambridge 
set aside nearly $5 million. for affordable 
housing. 

Another idea is a transfer tax, which 
would take a small cut (about 1 percent) of

most Cambridge real estate transactions and 
put the money toward affordable housing. 
But this proposal may have a dim future; 
Acting Governor Paul Cellucci is adamantly 
opposed to transfer taxes, and a much-bally- 
hooed tax to buy open space on Cape Cod 
recently died at the ballot box. Activists are 
also urging the city’s large landlords to cap 
rent hikes at 5 percent annually; though 
Harvard, the city’s biggest private landlord, 
signed on to the idea (and even sold some of 
its properties to the city for affordable hous- 
ing), it’s unlikely that other large landlords, 
lacking Harvard’s $11 billion endowment, 
will agree to any cap 

Because these larger battles are so prob- 
lematic, the housing movement in Cam- 
bridge spends most of its time trying to keep 
the Julia Gindeles of the city in their apart- 
ments a little while longer. This involves 
more than a bit of rabble-rousing. By orga- 
nizing tenants, taking a landlord to court, 
picketing his office, or publicizing an indi- 
vidual case before the city council, activists 
try to buy time. But this fight, too, is frus- 
trating, because eventually, tenants who 
can’t afford to pay market-value rents are 
doomed to get kicked out. “It wears people 
out tremendously,” says Bill Marcotte, who, 
like many Cambridge housing activists, has 
struggled to stay in the city himself. 

Gindele’s case didn’t stand out as the 
kind of rent control struggle that activists 
usually rally around. Young, white, single, 
and living in a desirable neighborhood, 
Gindele isn’t the type that elicits a sympa- 
thetic response when activists discuss rent 
control’s end. But her low income made 
her a “protected status” tenant — meaning 
that she qualified for a two-year grace peri- 
od from rent hikes after rent control was 
repealed. When that grace period ended in 
January 1996 and Stu-Lin hiked her rent 
50 percent, Gindele decided not to pay it. 
She won support from the Eviction Free 
Zone and from the Campaign to Save 2000 
Homes, which fights specifically for former 
protected-status tenants. 

As the activists protested Gindele’s evic- 
tion in the Cambridge streets (even picket-

moral arguing aside, the bottom line is that 
landlords today have the legal right to raise 
rents as much as they want — and tenants 
who do not pay will be evicted. “It is the 
landlord’s property,” Braun says. 

As a result, Braun and Purcell’s modus 
operandi was delay, delay, delay — take

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Gindele’s case to court, ask for a jury trial 
to stretch out the process, raise issues with 
Stu-Lin’s maintenance of the building, do 
everything possible to prevent eviction. 
This is a typical tactic among tenant advo- 
cates, and it’s often effective. Purcell, who 
once served on Cambridge’s rent control 
board, made no secret of his animus 
against Stu-Lin, and bragged that he could 
keep Gindele in her studio “for 10 years” 
by seeking delays. 

But this was little sweat off the back of 
Stu-Lin Realty. The company’s attorney, a 
tall, mop-haired counselor named Stuart 
Farkas, said the Gindele case was hardly a 
watershed for Stu-Lin. Why should it be? 
According to statistics compiled by the 
Eviction Free Zone, the estimated rent in 
Gindele’s 60-unit building alone increased 
from $1536, 1994 to $502, 1

post—rent control jump of 269 percent. Ju 
lia or no Julia, Stu-Lin is rich and getting 
richer. (Despite this, Farkas had the chutz- 
pah to suggest that large landlords remain 
“underdogs” in Cambridge.) 

Gindele, who declined comment except to 
thank her lawyers, the Eviction Free Zone, 
and the Campaign to Save 2000 Homes, 
seemed satisfied with the outcome, as did 
the activists. “It’s always going to be a bal- 
ance between what’s best for the individual 
and what’s best for the group,” said Cavelli- 
ni. “In this case, we got a little bit of both.’ 

But given Cambridge’s post—rent control 
climate, this was the most Pyhrric of victo- 
ries. Gindele’s agreement merely postpones 
the inevitable; within two years, she’s going 
to be driven out, like so many long-time 
residents before her, and Stu-Lin will get 
its market-value rent. Activists like to feel 
their small efforts are helping win a bigger 
battle; to them, tenant advocacy is not a 
lost cause. But rent control is over. And 
without a new strategy, there will be no 
way to stop the bleeding. s

But intentionally or not, Bridget and her 
college friends are disturbing the neighbor- 
hood: specifically, the cost of surrounding 
rental housing. Students who live off cam- 
rents and drive out working-class and el- 
derly residents, because — despite their 
predilection for loud parties and music — 
they are attractive tenants to many land- 
ments, often two people to a room, and pay 
the large rents and finder’s fees that many 
families, single parents, and retirees cannot. 

Of course, students have been a part of 
Nearly one-seventh of city residents are 
students, with 70,000 living in off-campus 
housing near colleges and universities. But 
in this post—rent control era, students have 
prices further skyward — irritating long- 
time residents and aggravating town-gown 
tensions. Neighbors used to coexisting with 
students are feeling overwhelmed.

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a better job of providing on-campus hous- 
ing, thereby minimizing student impact on 
residential neighborhoods. Gradually, 
schools have been moving in this direction. 
But new dormitories alone 
cannot solve the problem 
of rising rents in these ar- 
eas. College students are 
always going to want to 
live off campus, and will 
pay a premium to do so — whether city 
neighbors want them there or not. 


RIDGET DIDN’T exactly have a 

choice. Because of its on-campus hous- 
ing shortage, Boston College asks its junior 
class to live off school property. As a result, 
more than 1500 students tumble annually 
into surrounding neighborhoods in Brook- 
line, Newton, and Allston-Brighton. Com- 
petition for off-campus units can be fierce: 
Bridget and her roommates signed a lease 
for the 1997-’98 school year before 
Thanksgiving of 1996. “My father couldn’t 
believe he was putting down all this money 
for a place I wasn’t going to be living in for 
another year and a half,” she recalls. 

Bridget’s apartment is on the first floor of 
a three-story home. There are three actual 
bedrooms, but a sun porch out back has 
been converted into a fourth (two of Brid- 
get’s roommates share a room), Though it’s 
not the most spacious of places, and is 
drafty on cold nights, it’s cute and, as Brid- 
get says, “a lot nicer than the dormitories at 
Boston College.” The cost for this fine ar- 
rangement: $2400 per month, plus a find- 
er’s fee equal to one month’s rent. 

By splitting the expenses equally among 
five people, Bridget and her friends have had 
little trouble meeting the rent. But that’s bad 
news for working-class residents and fami- 
lies with similar housing needs, who find 
themselves outbid by groups of college stu- 
dents. “When students go three or four to an 
apartment, sometimes with two students to a 
room, they can pay more, and it makes land- 
lords raise rents to the point where working 
families cannot afford them,” says the Mas- 
sachusetts Tenants Organization’s Rosales. 

What’s more, landlords typically can get 
students to pay more for less. Students are 
inexperienced in the housing market; com- 
pared to residential tenants, they tend to 
have lower standards for rental units, even 
expensive ones. (Bridget’s apartment, for 
example, was a mess when she and her 
roommates moved in, she says.) And be- 
cause students typically stay only one year 
in an off-campus location, student-occu- 
pied apartments turn over frequently, giving

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a landlord more opportunities to raise the 
unit’s price. “We’re easy targets for price- 
gouging,” Bridget says. 

To be sure, many of these issues have ex- 
isted for as long as students have been living 
off campus. But since rent control was re- 
pealed, causing thousands of tenants in 
Boston and Cambridge to leave decon- 
trolled units, the student invasion has 
widened. A recent study in Cambridge re- 
vealed that 30 percent of the new occupants 
in decontrolled housing stock are students. 
During rent control, students accounted for 
just 10 percent of the same stock. “That’s a 
very sharp increase,” says Roger Herzog, 
Cambridge’s housing director. 

The housing market, fueled by the econ- 
omy, is tight throughout the Boston area. 
And this has meant a crunch of affordable 
housing, especially in the areas — Allston- 
Brighton, Back Bay, Fenway, Cambridge 
— where student populations are high. As 
people are forced to migrate away from the 
city, students become the target of resent- 
ment. “We have low- and moderate-income 
people with children competing against stu- 
dents and roommates,” Herzog says. 

Leaders like Herzog have been calling for 
universities to build more on-campus hous- 
ing. Cambridge has also been successful in 
convincing Harvard to contribute to afford- 
able housing; recently, the Ivy League uni- 
versity sold 100 apartment units to the city 
at below-market cost. In addition, Harvard 
has agreed to cap rent hikes in its remaining 
housing stock at 5 percent annually. 

But Stuart Dash, Cambridge’s director of 
community planning, says that whenever a 
university reaches out to its surrounding 
neighborhood, it must be careful. Even the 
best of intentions can backfire, he warns. This 
has certainly been the case in Boston, where 
Northeastern University has come under fire 
for its Davenport Commons proposal in 
Lower Roxbury. Though the project would 
accommodate 800 students and provide 
nearly 50 units of affordable housing for area 
residents, it has been harshly criticized by lo- 
cal activists, who have felt excluded from the 
planning process. “There has to be caution,” 
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Dash says. “Universities and neighborhoods 
have different agendas, needs, and priorities.” 

That’s especially true with urban univer- 
sities, where it’s often hard to tell the dif- 
ference between “on” and “off” campus. In 
the Audubon Circle neighborhood, near 
Boston’s Kenmore Square, a vocal band of 
residents has warred with Boston Universi- 
ty administrators for nearly 20 years over 
the issue of student housing. Here, the 
concern centers on formerly residential 
housing that BU purchased for student use; 
critics charge that the school’s presence in 
the neighborhood is too great, and has 
driven out families and the elderly. 
Audubon Circle activists are petitioning the 
city to rewrite zoning laws in order to ban 
further expansion in their neighborhood. 
They also want BU to make good on its 
plans for an 750-student dormitory at the 
old Comm Ave armory site — and once 
this facility is completed, to divest its resi- 
dential holdings in the area. 

These debates come at a time when more 
urban universities are seeking ways to im- 
prove strained town-gown relationships. 
And no issue is more pressing than hous- 
ing. “What BU should be doing is working 
in partnership with the neighborhood,” 
says Kathy Greenough, an Audubon Circle 
resident and activist. 

Cambridge’s Dash thinks schools are get- 
ting this message. “I think schools realize 
that they, as well as the neighborhood, will be 
better served if they can locate students near- 
er to the core centers of campus,” he says. 

Such an arrangement would be fine with 
Bridget. The five-and-a-half months she 
has spent off campus have been fun, she 
says, but she’s looking forward to moving 
back onto Boston College’s campus for her 
senior year. She says she and her room- 
mates haven’t felt entirely welcome in 
Brookline. Back on campus, there will be 
less tension to worry about — not to men- 
tion lower bills. “My friends at home are 
shocked by what we pay,” Bridget says. @

no?” as if he were an exasperated John 
McLaughlin trying to get Eleanor Clift to 
come to the point. 

“Yes,” Borger finally replied, and 
Emanuel leaned back, looking satisfied. 
What any of it had to do with the subject at 
hand — the media’s coverage of the Clin- 
ton-Lewinsky affair — was a mystery. But 
Emanuel, a lean and hungry-looking sort 
with a reputation for jumping up on desks 
and screaming at subordinates, had at least 
managed to inject some aggression into the 
debate. And when the media are on the de- 
fensive, aggression can be a reasonably ef- 
fective substitute for the truth. 

Certainly that’s why Hillary Clinton 
struck back with her charge that Starr’s in- 
vestigation was part of a “right-wing con- 
spiracy.” Luckily for the Clintons, Starr is 
an ideological zealot, with well-documented 
ties to the right and an unseemly interest in 
the president’s sexual proclivities. (The best 
idea to date has come from American 
Prospect coeditor Robert Kuttner, who in a 
recent syndicated column called for both 
Starr and Clinton to resign.) So even 
though Hillary’s charge was laughed off in 
some circles, it was taken seriously by CNN 
(among others), making the questions be- 
ing asked about the Clinton-Lewinsky story 
look like partisan posturing. 

And just when the story looked as if it 
might reignite, with the New York Times’ re- 
port last Friday that White House secretary 
Betty Currie had given testimony before the 
grand jury that was damaging to her boss, 
Team Clinton responded with aggression 
once again. This time the theme was leaks 
from Starr’s office, with Clinton lawyer 
David Kendall dramatically filing a com- 
plaint against Starr. That, in turn, led to yet 
another round of media self-analysis over 
the ethics of using such leaks and over how 
much journalists should tell readers and 
viewers about the leakers and their motives. 

At Monday’s forum, Emanuel tried to ar- 
gue that grand-jury leaks are considerably 
worse than garden-variety Washington leaks 


about such arcana as, say, an upcoming 
health-policy proposal. But that’s disingenu- 
ous. The Boston Globe’s Mark Jurkowitz 
pointed out on Tuesday that federal prose- 
cutors, for better or worse, have long used 
leaks to advance their cases. Just ask former 
congressman Nick Mavroules and former 
Massachusetts House Speaker Charlie Fla- 
herty. As Washington Post columnist 
Richard Cohen wrote on Tuesday: “Patrio- 
tism may be the last refuge of a scoundrel, 
but yelling about leaks is a close second.” 

Perhaps the strangest aspect of the story 
— and the most significant factor in its 
grinding to a halt — is Lewinsky’s refusal 
to deal. When the scandal first broke, it 
seemed inevitable that Lewinsky would en- 
ter into a plea agreement with Starr and 
immediately start telling prosecutors all the 
salacious details — which, of course, 
would quickly be leaked to a properly 
grateful media. Indeed, to the extent that 
the press overreached in the first few days, 
it seemed to be based on an almost instinc- 
tive understanding that that’s the way these 
things work. It wasn’t until the State of the 
Union address, a week into the scandal, 
that the media finally began to realize there 
was nothing going on. 

Lewinsky’s lawyer, Ginsburg, has been 
bitterly criticized by those wise in the ways 
of Washington for not reaching an immu- 
nity agreement with Starr. Who knows? 
Despite Ginsburg’s incendiary attack on 
Starr in this week’s Time magazine, it may 
yet happen. But if it doesn’t, it may turn 
out that the most prescient analysis was Ja- 
cob Weisberg’s February 2 piece in Slate 
(http://www.slate.com), in which he theo- 
rized that Ginsburg had figured out that 
Starr, no matter how angry he gets, will 
not prosecute a 24-year-old woman for ly- 
ing about her sex life. “Lewinsky doesn’t 
want to testify against the president or Jor- 
dan,” Weisberg hypothesized. “By casting 
doubt on the story she apparently told 
Tripp on tape, Ginsburg damages her value 
as a witness and diminishes the chance that 
anyone else will be prosecuted with her evi- 
dence.” Interesting if true, as they say. 


And what are we to make of Paula 
Jones’s revictimization at the hands of one 
of her biggest media supporters: the Week- 
ly Standard, a conservative political maga- 
zine run by Clinton-loathing pundit 
William Kristol? The magazine’s February 
9 cover is a full-color Sean Delonas illus- 
tration of Clinton as a centaur, with a nude 
Lewinsky riding on his back and an equally 
nude, pre-makeover Jones in his arms. The 
cover line: Yow! Jones, of course, has based 
her sexual-harassment complaint on her 
contention that she said no when Clinton 
allegedly asked her to “kiss it.” She went 
public, she and her legal team at the right- 
wing Rutherford Institute have claimed on 
innumerable occasions, in order to salvage 
her reputation. (Never mind that, prior to 
her lawsuit, the sole existing reference to 
her was the mention of a “Paula” in David 
Brock’s infamous Troopergate story for the 
American Spectator.) 

Yet Nisha Mohammed, a Rutherford 
spokeswoman, didn’t know about the Stan- 
dard cover when contacted by the Phoenix. 
“At this point we can’t really make any 
comment on it,” she said, even after receiv- 
ing a fax of the cover. And Claudia Winkler, 
a Standard managing editor, said pleasantly 
if implausibly that the Jones caricature 
wasn’t Jones, but was, rather, intended to 
be “generic.” She added, helpfully, that the 
non-Jones was originally Jones, but was un- 
Jonesed at the direction of the editors. Well, 
okay. Let’s just say she looks like Jones with 
a nose job. 

That’s hardly the only oddity of this af- 
fair. Slate held a contest to name the scan- 
dal, and came up with Flytrap, rejecting 
such nominations as Come-a-lot and In- 
tern Explorer (Slate, you see, is owned by 
Microsoft). Then there was the pop-culture 
highlight of the week: the news that O.]. 
Simpson stopped his SUV in front of 
Lewinsky’s father’s house on Monday and 
exchanged a few pleasantries with the en- 
camped media. What would Princess Di 
think? 

No doubt the Clintons are thinking — 
hoping — that these are signs the story is 


winding down. Perhaps it is, especially if 
Lewinsky won’t talk. They shouldn’t count 
on it, though. It’s clear that the people who 
are closest to them don’t. 

At noontime on Monday, White House 
press secretary Mike McCurry spoke be- 
fore several hundred people at the Kennedy 
School. It was a remarkable performance 
— intelligent, friendly, and subtly but no- 
ticeably detached from the fortunes of the 
president he is charged with defending. 
Boston Herald columnist Margery Eagan 
captured the tone perfectly in a Tuesday 
piece headlined McCURRY DOESN’T KNOW, 
AND HE SURE DOESN’T WANT TO. McCurry 
went into loving detail in explaining how 
and why he’s been cut out of the loop on 
the Lewinsky story. And he appeared to be 
reserving judgment on the issue of Clin- 
ton’s involvement, blandly offering that he 
would quit “at the point where I don’t be- 
lieve anything I have been instructed to 
say. I have not encountered that in this 
case. Nor do I expect to.” 

But what if he does? What if we all do? 

Last week, liberal Washington Post 
columnist E.J. Dionne and the conservative 
Wall Street Journal editorial page found 
themselves in a rare bit of agreement: that 
Clinton’s ratings are high not because peo- 
ple don’t care about the charges against 
him, but because they’re withholding judg- 
ment. Dionne looked at a Post poll that 
showed Clinton with a 67 percent favora- 
bility rating, even though 52 percent be- 
lieve he and Lewinsky had an affair. It 
turned out, on closer inspection, that only 
25 percent simultaneously approve of the 
job he’s doing and believe a sexual affair 
took place. “There is no amoral majority,” 
Dionne wrote, adding that “if new infor- 
mation should undermine the president’s 
denials, you can count on his approval rat- 
ings to go down.” 

The real media story is that reporters ex- 
pected to have this one spoon-fed to them. 
Now it’s starting to look like work. t]

Selling history by the piece 


OU CAN'T TAKE it with you — or maybe you 

can, and then resell it. That’s the premise that 

drew David Greenwood and his brothers from 
the construction business into architectural salvage. 
After watching too many fixtures get scrapped in the 
name of demolition and home improvement, Greenwood 
got out of construction and opened Olde Bostonian 
Architectural Antiques. 

Olde Bostonian is a vast halfway house for inanimate 
victims of renovation. For nearly 20 years, the store has 
been rescuing hardware flourishes, porcelain-ware, 
exterior and interior trimmings, stained glass, wrought 
iron, and even entire church contents. If buildings were 
cake, this store would be all icing. Wandering through 
the stock is like touring a romantic ruin: dignified newel 
posts ($50), lushly patterned plaster ceiling medallions 
($75 to $100), tiny spindles ($5), a double row of centu- 
ry-old doors ($50 to $500), stretches of bowed 
balustrade. Polynesian totem poles and crystal chande- 
liers exist under the same roof. 

The back yard is its own graveyard of home and gar- 
den leftovers. Stacks of weathered shutters ($20 to 
$40), dating back as far the 1800s, lean like dominoes; 
piles of amputated ball-and-claw feet ($10) lie in sight of 
a half-dozen porcelain tubs. Cement patio urns ($50) 
await geraniums; portico and story columns ($40 to 
$200) are scattered like loose cigarettes. Even a few fire 
hydrants are waiting to be resold. 


One of the more interesting items the Greenwoods 
managed to recover was a copper cupola from an old 
South Shore schoolhouse. James Capone, David's busi- 
ness partner, recalls: “It was huge, and we only had a 
rack truck to move it. | think we took down a few phone 
lines getting it here.” Another adventure involved disman- 
tling a downtown bar, only to uncover a secret back 
room — undoubtedly a holdover from Prohibition days. 

Olde Bostonian caters to a mixed clientele of antiques 
dealers, interior decorators, preservation societies, 
pubs, colleges, historical and commercial property own- 
ers — anyone looking to replace or enhance existing 
architectural features. The store has sold period doors 
and windows to author Judy Blume, and stained glass 
to the TGI Friday’s restaurant chain. 

The appeal of Olde Bostonian’s stock is partly aesthet- 
ic; people are drawn to that shell-like curve of a volute, 
the sensual flow that follows a column. It’s partly eco- 
nomic, too. “People love this stuff because most of them 
just can't afford to commission that kind of craftsman- 
ship anymore,” says Capone. “These days, by the time 
you got done with all the carvings and ornamentation, 
the work, the hourly wage — it'd be a fortune.” 

Olde Bostonian Architectural Antiques, located at 66 
Von Hillern Street, in Dorchester (exit 15 off the 
Southeast Expressway), is open Monday through 
Saturday from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. Call (617) 282-9300.

NE NIGHT NOT long ago, | spent some time 

sitting in my living room with my dog, listening 

to a taped recording of my dead father’s voice. 
This sounds morbid — evoking a voice from the grave 
-— but it actually proved to be a minor lesson in accep- 
tance: acceptance of a loss, acceptance of the person 
who left you, acceptance of the person you've become 
without him. 

My father died of a brain tumor five years ago. He was 
a psychoanalyst, a man of stunning intellect, and he'd just 
started work on a book when his illness was diagnosed. 
The brain tumor devastated that project — he could 
barely hold a pen in his right hand, his thought processes 
were gradually becoming more scattered — but, at least 
in the first months of his illness, it did not interfere with 
his drive, and he refused to surrender his commitment to 
work, long the most sustain- 
ing force of his life. So I 
came up with the idea of 
tape-recording conversations 
with him: I'd ask him ques- 
tions about the book, he’d 
essentially dictate the work to 
me, and at some point we'd 
amass enough transcribed 
material to constitute a 
manuscript. The experiment 
lasted one night — one 18- 
minute session — and this is 
the tape I listened to. 

| had not heard it since my 
father’s death, and I'm not 
exactly sure what compelled 
me to search for it that night: 
some instinct that the timing 
was right, | suppose, or some 
wish to conjure him up, in 
memory if not in presence. 
Whatever the motive, | 
expected listening to it to be 
first and foremost an exercise 
in grief, and in some respects 
I was right: there was a great 
deal of sadness condensed 
into those 18 minutes. The 
brain tumor had caused my 
father’s voice to grow quavery and strained, and he 
sounded like a very old man on the tape, far more fragile 
than I remembered him. His intellect was failing him, as 
well, and you could hear him struggling with the reality of 
his impairment, his awareness of it. He'd lose his train of 
thought, or he'd forget a word, or he'd be unable to artic- 
ulate a concept he'd once tossed off as easily as the 
alphabet, and you'd hear him pause and try to collect 
himself. Then you’d hear him say, “Dammit. . . 
dammit.” My father was the smartest man I've ever 
known, and he was losing his mind in the most literal 
sense, and he knew it. This is why we aborted the experi- 
ment: | think we both understood, without acknowledg- 
ing it, that the tape did less to capture his ideas than it 
did to record his deterioration. 

But the tape captured something else, too: me and my 
dad and what I’ve come to understand as our strange, 
intense, disjointed attachment. He and | had the kind of 
relationship that can keep you in therapy for a decade or 
more, and listening to our conversation gave me the sen- 
sation of time travel, as though I'd journeyed back a long 
distance and spent 18 minutes as an observer, eavesdrop- 
ping on an ancient relationship. | adored my father and | 
lived partly in awe of him and partly in terror, | so covet- 
ed his approval. He was part god to me and part mad sci- 
entist, a man of omnipotence and brilliance and distrac- 
tion whom I could reach only periodically and, then, only 
imperfectly. Connection with him came in little bursts, as 
though he'd descend from the cloud of his own ideas for 
brief visits, train all that insight and acuity on me for the 
smallest while — 10 minutes, 18 minutes — and then be 
gone again, vanished. 

During the course of his illness, | came to understand 
more clearly the source of his emotional absences — my 
father waged long and largely private battles with depres- 
sion and drink and darkness, forces that drove him to

disappear into work and caused him to appear preoccu- 
pied and remote — but as children will do, | grew up 
assuming that | was somehow responsible for the flaws in 
our connection, that his distance was a product of his 
disappointment in me, of my essential unworthiness in 
relation to him. 


All of this came back to me as | listened to the tape: the 
power of my father’s intellect; his absorption in theory; 
my sense of invisibility in the face of it. | heard him talk 
about an image that had come up years ago in a session 
with an analytic patient — a tiny fragment from a single 
hour, and something my father had spent 20 years pon- 
dering and mulling over and struggling to understand — 
and I remembered my own feeling of diminishment in 
relation to his work, the feeling that I'd never be as 
important, or have as much to offer, as his patients. | 
heard the self-consciousness 
in my own voice as | asked 
him questions — a tightness, 
a straining for a tone of non- 
chalance, echoes of inade- 
quacy. | heard my father pre- 
occupied with his work; | 





heard myself preoccupied 
with my father. 

And yet as | sat there lis- 
tening, | also felt something 
that surprised me: a degree 
of serenity that cluded me 
when he was living, a kind of 
acceptance. If | had listened 
to this dialogue two years 
earlier, or three or four, | 

| think my primary reaction 

would have been anger. | 

’ would have heard that self- 
consciousness in my voice 
and | would have felt rage at 
him for evoking fear instead 
of confidence; | would have 
heard him — intellectualiz- 
ing, preoccupied, head in the 
clouds — and | would have 
felt that long history of frus- 
tration bubble up. | likely 
would have stormed into my 
own therapist's office the next day and railed about it: 
how difficult he was, how hard it was to feel valued and 
connected in his presence. 

But five years after his death, all that felt tempered 
somehow. I sat and petted my dog and thought. We qui- 
etly rage against our parents for so long: against the 
people they are and the people they're not and the peo- 
ple we wish they were, against the disappointments and 
disconnections, against the complicated ways they've 
shaped us. Letting go of that struggle is the most elusive 
undertaking, something that requires a delicate blend of 
self-awareness and maturity and time, and I don’t know 
quite how or why it happens, how or why complexity of 
feeling toward a parent loses its most painful edges. But 
I listened to his voice and | thought about the distance 
I’d come since his death, the small rivers of tears that 
have carried me from the night we made that tape to the 
night I finally played it. | was in my own home, a place 
that feels like a sanctuary to me; and | was with my dog, 
who I love in a fearless, unrestrained way that feels 
enormously corrective because it’s so different from the 
way | was able to love my dad; and | was nearly four 
years sober. That’s a lot of work, a great distance to 
travel. And from that distance, the past looked softer, 
less agonizing, more human. | remembered sitting with 
my father at the dining-room table that night, making 
the tape, him in his wheelchair, me clutching a glass of 
wine like a lifeline. | thought about our mutual awk- 
wardness, and about the way we both struggled in spite 
of it, struggled in our imperfect and stilted way to be 
there for each other through his illness. | thought about 
lost opportunities and missed connections and regrets, 
but mostly | felt a kind of calm. | thought: We tried; in 
the end, we both did the best we could. There was sor- 
row in that sentiment, but there was also something 
else, a degree of peace. w

| understand your feelings. You paid good money for that 
house. Why shouldn't you be allowed to shoot down bother- 

some aircraft flying overhead? Well, under the enlightened 
policy prevailing in the Middle Ages, you would have. For cen- 
turies the common-law doctrine was Cujus est solum, ejus est 
usque ad coelum et ad inferos — literally, “To whomsoever the 
soil belongs, he owns also to the sky and to the depths.” In 
other words, you had complete control over everything above 
and below your property. 

This happy state of affairs began to crumble as soon as 
practical aircraft appeared on the scene. Lobbyists for the 
infant air-transport industry argued that air travel would be 
impossible if carriers had to get permission from the owner of 
every piece of private property their planes flew over. Possibly 
there were also whispered promises of frequent-flyer miles in 
exchange for friendly votes. All | know is that the politicians 
caved. In 1926, Congress passed the Air Commerce Act, 
which declared that the “navigable air space” of the US was a 
public highway, open to all citizens. You see the practical 
effect of this. One minute you're lord of all you survey; the 
next you're living under the freaking interstate. 

Usque ad coelum as a principle of private ownership was 
formally given the boot by the US Supreme Court in U.S. v, 
Causby (1946). The court laid down a new rule: you've got air 
rights only insofar as they're essential to the use and enjoy- 
ment of your land. Military aircraft using a nearby airport dur- 
ing World War II had flown over the Causby family chicken 
farm at an altitude of 83 feet, scaring the chickens and render- 
ing the property unfit for the raising thereof. The court gener- 
ously ruled that the Causbys had a right to compensation. Big 
of them, wasn’t it? Bah. Under the previous system Old Man 
Causby could have taken out a few bombers with his shotgun, 
and that would have been that. 

If it’s any comfort, usque ad coelum didn't completely dis- 
appear; it was merely transferred to nations. The 1944 
Chicago Convention on International Civil Aviation declared 
that each country had sovereignty over the airspace above its 
territory. Thus, Soviet leaders were within their rights when 
they ordered the destruction of commercial flight KAL 007 
after it strayed over their territory in 1983. Sure, the loss of 
hundreds of innocent people was unfortunate. But you can be 
sure the next guys who flew near Russia brought a map. 

Even on a national scale, usque ad coelum isn’t what it used 
to be. A 1967 treaty declared that the “exploration and use of 
outer space, including the moon and other celestial bodies . . . 
shall be the province of all mankind.” Though the frontier of 
outer space was not defined, some experts argue that it begins 
about 90 kilometers above the earth’s surface. This is the low- 
est level at which orbital flight is practical, and it’s also out of 
range of most nations’ guns. 

But some courageous countries are pushing the envelope in 
this respect. One valuable portion of outer space is the so- 

called geostationary orbit, located approximately 22,300 miles 
above the equator. Satellites in this orbit appear stationary rela- 
tive to the ground, which is useful for communications, weath- 
er surveillance, and other purposes. Recognizing a revenue 
opportunity when they saw one, eight equatorial countries pro- 
claimed in the Bogota Declaration of 1976 that they owned the 
portion of the geostationary orbit above their territories. They 
demanded that any nation wishing to place satellites in said 
orbit first obtain permission from the country beneath. Since 
the equatorial nations’ ability to enforce this claim at the time 
was approximately zilch, the US and other developed countries 
said: In your dreams. But you wait. If Ecuador ever perfects 
that 23,000-mile-range surface-to-space missile, I'll bet negoti- 
ations get reopened real quick. 5]

HE FIRST THING you should understand 
about Michael Colby and his crusade 
against food irradiation is this: almost no 
one with any scientific credentials thinks 
he knows what he's talking about. 
Irradiating food by zapping it with gam- 


ma rays, according to its advocates, elimi- 


nates all or most of the bacteria that can 
make people sick. But Colby, irradiation’s 
most outspoken and arguably most effec- 
tive opponent, charges that the process 
introduces cancer-causing toxins and 
strips food of its nutrients. It’s a stance

that the overwhelming majority of scien- 

tists insist is both unscientific and wrong. 
And with something like 9000 Americans 
dying of food-borne illnesses every year, 
critics believe that Colby and the organi- 
zation he heads, Food & Water, are dan- 
gerously irresponsible. 

“They are seeking to deny choice in the 
marketplace,” says Christine Bruhn, direc- 
tor of the Center for Consumer Research, 
at the University of California’s Davis 
campus. “If any organization wishes to 
take credit for denying this choice, | think 
they should also bear the burden for the 
deaths of people who did not have that 
choice. | know that’s a strong statement, 
but | believe that very deeply.” 

The second thing you should understand 
about Colby is that he does have his sup- 
porters in the scientific community — lonely 
dissidents who insist that, in the drive to put 
irradiated food onto American tables, im- 
portant questions have gone unanswered. 
Questions about whether irradiation cre- 
ates substances known as free radicals 
that are qualitatively and quantitatively dif- 
ferent from the free radicals produced by 
normal cooking, freeze-drying, and other 
processing methods. About whether those 
free radicals can cause chromosomal dam- 
age that may be a precursor to cancer. 
About whether irradiation can change un- 
saturated fat — so-called good fat — into 
saturated fat, which can contribute to high 
blood pressure, heart attacks, and strokes. 

At this point, virtually nothing other than 
Michael Colby — and his in-your-face ad- 
vertisements and letter-writing campaigns 
and pickets and threats of boycotts — 
stands between irradiation and its 
widespread adoption by the nation's 
agribusinesses and food processors. He 


deserves an enormous amount of credit, 
his supporters say, even if he'd rather ex- 
aggerate and propagandize than work 
within the system. The goal, after all, is to 
win, not score debating points. 

“What you want to know is, Is Michael 
Colby a responsible guy? Very,” says 
Donald Louria, chairman of the depart- 
ment of preventive medicine at New Jer- 
sey Medical School, in Newark, and a 
member of Food & Water’s advisory 
board. “I think Michael Colby is doing the 
public a hell of a service, and | don't care 
if he goes what | think is a bit too far. | 
think we owe him a big debt.” 

The third thing you should understand is 
that Colby’s anti-irradiation campaign isn't 
so much about science as it is about phi- 
losophy, even theology. Colby and his staff 
of seven are based in tiny Walden, Ver- 
mont; he lives with his wife and recently 
adopted baby daughter at an organic farm 
down the road. The location is apt. Like 
Henry David Thoreau in Walden, Colby — 
a thin, intense 34-year-old in jeans and 
work boots, with a shock of unruly brown 
hair and an air of jittery nervous.energy — 
seeks nothing less than a thoroughgoing 
transformation of society. 

As an activist organization, Food & 
Water needs clearly defined targets. So 
it has fought the use of recombinant 
bovine-growth hormone (rBGHh), a ge- 
netically engineered substance that in- 
creases milk yield but that has been 
linked to possible health problems in 
both cows and humans. It has also 
fought the overuse of pesticides. But 
Colby has a larger agenda: he believes 
that urban communities must re-estab- 
lish ties with rural America, that the ge- 
ographic and psychological distance 

















that separates people from the food 
they eat must be shrunk. No more Mc- 
Donald's, in other words. No more Lean 
Cuisine. 

And like Thoreau, Colby has more than 
a touch of arrogance and self-righteous- 
ness. Not to mention contempt for his crit- 
ics — both his avowed enemies in the 
pro-irradiation majority, and fellow ac- 
tivists who are less willing than he to fight 
the power. The high-profile Center for Sci- 
ence in the Public Interest, for instance, 
has announced it may withdraw its oppo- 
sition to irradiation in exchange for a com- 
prehensive cleanup program in slaughter- 
houses and processing centers. “When it 
comes to challenging controversial tech-

regards him as its most dangerous enemy. 

“They hate Food & Water,” he says. 
“They hate us. I’m not going to lunch with 
them. I'm not having a conference call with 
them. That's the difference.” 

Indeed, irradiation advocate Michael 
Doyle, a microbiologist who heads the de- 
partment of food science and technology 
at the University of Georgia, says Colby’s 
grassroots activism has made him the 
single biggest.obstacle to a measure that 
could result in a safer food supply. Colby 
likes to posit himself as David doing battle 
with an uncaring corporate Goliath. But as 
Doyle points out, Goliath hasn’t shown 
much interest in fighting. After all, if you're 
the head of a meat-packing plant consid-

nologies, they’re not going to go head-to- 
head with corporate America,” says Col- 
by. “They feel much more comfortable go- 
ing after popcorn in movie theaters or 
Chinese takeout.” And consumer advo- 
cate Carol Tucker Foreman, despite hav- 
ing reservations about irradiation, isn't 
even in the fight. In a recent op-ed piece 
in the New York Times, she ultimately 
came out in favor of the procedure: “Irra- 
diation will help, but it’s no cure-all.” 
Colby sneeringly dismisses the agenda 
of these mainstream activists as an inef- 
fective combination of lobbying, legislating, 
and lunch. Michael Colby doesn't do lunch. 
And that, he says, is why the food industry 





ering irradiation, and your opponent 
claims that you want to poison kids, what 
are you going to do? Try to force irradiat- 
ed products down your customers’ 
throats? Or sign Food & Water’s pledge 
sheet promising not to use irradiation? It's 
not a difficult decision. 

“There have been major companies that 
have indicated an interest in using food ir- 
radiation, and Food & Water would re- 
spond with threats, ads in the newspaper. 
And companies would typically back down 
and say, ‘Okay, we’re not interested,’ ” 
says Doyle. “It’s been effective. Food & 
Water has been the principal group that 
has stopped the use of food irradiation.” 
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N MIT professor named Samuel 
Prescott discovered at the turn of 
the century that exposing food to gamma 
rays destroyed dangerous bacteria. But 
not until the 1960s, when the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) approved its 
use for wheat and wheat flour, did the 
notion of widespread food irradiation get 
serious consideration. Since then, there 
have been several wavelets of interest 
and hundreds of studies, most of which 
indicate that it’s safe and effective. Irra- 
diation has also been endorsed by 
groups ranging from the World Health 
Organization to the American Medical 
Association, and has been approved in 
40 countries. But the practice has never 
really caught on, mainly because of in- 
dustry fears that the public won't buy 
food that it associates with nuclear radia- 
tion — even though, as Colby himself 
concedes, irradiation does not leave 
food radioactive in any way. 

In 1986 the FDA approved the use of ir- 
radiation for spices, fruits, and vegeta- 
bles. In 1990, responding to an outbreak 
of salmonella in chicken, the agency 
added poultry to the list. To date, though, 
the poultry industry has treated irradiation 
like it's — well, radioactive. Today, some 
spices are irradiated, as are baby-bottle 
nipples, those little plastic containers that 
hold cream, and many medical supplies. 
Because irradiation is so effective at elim- 
inating all or most bacteria from food, 
hospitals sometimes serve irradiated food 
to AIDS patients and to others with com- 
promised immune systems, such as peo- 
ple recovering from bone-marrow trans- 
plants. Until last year, though, it seemed 
unlikely that irradiation would spread be-

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save lots of lives.” Irradiated beef could ap- 
pear on store shelves by this summer — 
and if it catches on, some observers Say, it 
could provide the impetus to bring irradiat- 
ed poultry and other foods to market as 
well. And though proponents push the no- 
tion of “choice,” Colby believes the appear- 
ance of irradiated products on supermarket 
shelves is simply the first step toward the 
elimination of non-irradiated products. 

To encourage consumer acceptance, 
the food industry is lobbying for a change 
in labeling requirements that would em- 
phasize irradiation’s safety and play down 
the nuclear angle. The industry doesn't like 
the word irradiation and is trying to pro- 
mote the term cold pasteurization instead. 
(Taste problems must be solved as well; to 
date, the verdict on irradiated beef is 
mixed, with some saying it makes the meat 
more tender, and some saying it gives it an

With meat irradiation, tomorrow's headlines will only get worse. 
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Then came the Burger 
King scare, which forced Hudson Foods to 
recall 25 million pounds of bacteria-tainted 
beef. The panic gathered force with horror 
stories of illness and death caused by the 
spread of E. coli bacteria — especially E. 
coli 0157:H7, a new and potentially dead- 
ly strain that’s popped up in everything 
from apple juice to organic salad. Accord- 
ing to the federal Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, between six mil- 
lion and thirty-three million people in the 
US become sick from the food they eat 
every year. All of a sudden, food-safety 
horror stories were popping up every- 
where from the TV magazine shows to the 
front page of the New York Times. 

The crucial boost in this latest round of 
pro-irradiation interest came last year from 
Bill Clinton's $43 million National Food 
Safety Initiative. Clinton endorsed irradia- 
tion, and the FDA responded in December 
by approving the process for red meat. 
Donald Thayer, a US Department of Agri- 
culture scientist who is one of the govern- 
ment's principal experts on the subject, told 
the Times that the FDA's decision “would 








unappetizing color and texture.) 

As irradiated food has moved closer to 
market, the opposition has focused its ef- 
forts. Perhaps the most prominent of irradi- 
ation’s opponents is Colby’s nemesis 
Michael Jacobson, director of the Center 
for Science in Public Interest, who rejects 
Colby’s argument that irradiation renders 
food unsafe. The real problem, as Jacob- 
son sees it, is that irradiation is being 
viewed by the meat industry as a quick and 
easy fix for long-term, systemic problems. 

“We don't like the idea of having dirty 
food on which bacteria have been killed,” 
Jacobson says. “We feel that food should 
be safe and clean. It would be very 
tempting for the food industry to have 
very sloppy practices, and then to cover 
that up with a blast of radiation at the end 
of the line.” 

Unlike Colby, Jacobson would consider 
supporting irradiation “as a last resort” if it 
could be shown that government-mandat- 
ed cleanup efforts would not be enough to 
eliminate bacterial hazards from the food 
supply. Colby charges that this is exactly 








the sort of “yellow light” industry has been 
seeking from the consumer movement. Ja- 
cobson, for his part, faults Food & Water 
for putting out information about irradiation 
that doesn’t square with the scientific facts. 

“I've never seen Michael Colby show a 
risk assessment, that this is really a sig- 
nificant risk,” Jacobson says. “Eating con- 
taminated poultry is not a speculative risk. 
It is a known risk. There is a real problem.” 

Colby’s critics — Jacobson among 
them — charge that his opposition is un- 
scientific, but that’s unfair. Though Colby 
himself has no scientific background, sev- 
eral highly credentialed researchers 
agree with him. 

The scientific argument against irradiation 
is this: irradiating food destroys bacteria by 
breaking apart their molecular structure. 
These molecular bits and pieces, known as 
“free radicals” (or “radiolytic byproducts’), 
form new substances, including known car- 
cinogens such as benzene and formalde- 
hyde. Irradiation also drastically reduces the 
vitamin content of some foods. 

Irradiation’s proponents actually con- 
cede both of these points. Yet they say 
the free radicals produced by irradiation 
are identical to the free radicals created 
by food-processing methods such as 
cooking or freeze-drying. (Colby re- 
sponds that since irradiation is not a sub- 
Stitute for these processes, the final re- 
sult — food that has been irradiated and 
cooked — contains more free radicals 
than it would have otherwise.) In cases 
where vitamin depletion is serious 
enough to pose a problem, proponents 
add, the food can be supplemented with 
vitamins after being irradiated — as is 
done now when traditional processing 
methods reduce vitamin levels. 

Not all of the arguments against irradia- 
tion are based on science, strictly speak- 
ing. Some are speculative, such as Col- 
by’s worry that irradiation could eventually 
create radiation-resistant bacteria. Some 
are common-sensical: a number of critics 
charge that irradiation facilities pose dan- 
gers to workers and to the environment. 

A layperson has no hope of sorting out 
the truth. Proponents say that hundreds 
of studies show irradiation is safe and ef- 
fective. Opponents charge that the FDA, 
for reasons that are unclear, found flaws 
in studies that revealed problems, and 
has instead focused on a handful of stud- 
ies that produced the results it wanted. 

New Jersey Medical School’s Donald 
Louria, for instance, says a study con- 
ducted in India showed poor children 
who ate irradiated wheat suffered from 
chromosome damage, which can lead to 
cancer. Louria is similarly concerned 
about irradiation’s tendency to strip vita- 
mins from food. “I’m a current opponent 
until the proponents agree to do the 
proper tests, and so far they won't do 
them,” says Louria, proposing a simple 
test on human volunteers that would 
take a matter of months. “I think the FDA 
is off-base on this, and they’ve never 
gone back to review it,” he adds. 

George Tritsch, a cancer-research 

















specialist for the New York State Depart- 
ment of Public Health, has testified be- 
fore a congressional committee that 
there is “abundant and convincing evi- 


dence in the refereed scientific literature” 


that irradiated food produces cancer- 
and mutation-causing agents, and can 
induce dangerously high blood pressure 
by transforming benign fat into a more 
dangerous form. 

Such arguments elicit exasperated sighs 
from irradiation’s proponents, who say the 
process has been shown to be safe in 


study after study, and that the evidence cit- 


ed by Louria and Tritsch has been refuted 
by other, more valid studies. 

“Free radicals are always present ina 
food,” says the University of California's 
Christine Bruhn. “The mere presence of a 
free radical has no significance.” 

In the end, though, Bruhn concedes the 
impossibility of converting irradiation’s foes. 
“They are correct in that you cannot prove 
irradiated foods are safe,” she says. “But in 
reality, you cannot prove anything is safe. 
You can only prove absence of harm.” 


ICHAEL COLBY wages his war 

against irradiation from a converted 
one-room schoolhouse in Vermont's North- 
east Kingdom, a spectacularly beautiful 
place where affluence is juxtaposed with ru- 
ral poverty of the meanest sort. His small 
staff ranges from an earnest-looking, L.L. 
Beanish young woman to a man with a flow- 
ing beard and formidable facial piercings. 

Food & Water does not go in for subtle- 
ty. On the walls are examples of some of 
the ads Food & Water has taken out in 
trade journals and local newspapers: 
THERE’S ONLY ONE THING WORSE THAN SPAM 
. . . IRRADIATED SPAM, part of a successful 
Campaign aimed at Hormel Foods. THE 
DEPARTMENT OF ENERGY HAS A SOLUTION TO 
THE PROBLEM OF IRRADIATED WASTE. YOU'RE 
GOING TO EAT IT. And a mock newspaper 
headline that reads NUCLEAR ACCIDENT AT 
MEAT PROCESSING PLANT, below which ap- 
pears: AND YOU THOUGHT &. COL/ WAS BAD. 

Colby grew up in Ottumwa, lowa, and 
spent his summers working on his grand- 
father’s farm. (lronically, his father is an 
office manager for Hormel.) He attended 
the University of lowa, but moved to New 
York City before he graduated in order to 
play drums with his band, Drunken Boat, 
named after a Rimbaud poem. He worked 
for Ralph Nader’s New York Public Inter- 
est Research Group. But his career as an 
activist really began in the late ‘80s, when 
he met Wally Burnstein, an osteopath 
from New Jersey who founded Food & 
Water. Colby went to work in Burnstein’s 
basement, and eventually became execu- 
tive director of the organization, as well 
as the husband of Burnstein’s niece 
Stacey Burnstein. Colby describes Burn- 
stein as a profound influence; he’s written 
that Burnstein’s death, in 1996, was “the 
darkest day of my life.” 

Colby moved to Vermont seven years 
ago, in part because his wife wanted to 
attend graduate school at the University 
of Vermont, and in part because he want- 
ed to return to the country. Not that he’s 








been a particularly easy neighbor to get 
along with. He’s battled with the iconic 
Ben & Jerry’s over its use of milk from 
dairies that use pesticides. He’s fought 
with the giant Cabot dairy, one of the 
state’s major employers, as part of Food 
& Water's ongoing campaign against the 
use of rBGH. That latter effort earned him 
the enmity of Bernie Sanders, the state's 
popular socialist congressman. (A mem- 
ber of Sanders'’s staff said he would not 
comment on his relationship with Colby.) 
Food & Water, Colby claims, has grown 
into an organization of some 3500 dues- 
paying members, with a database of more 
than 100,000 supporters and potential sup- 


porters and a budget in excess of $600,000. 


All that is prologue to the current battle 
over irradiation, which looms as the 
biggest test Colby has yet faced. In 1991, 
he got an early taste of what’s to come 


as the chronicler of the earlier Walden did: 
“Most of the luxuries, and many of the so- 
called comforts, of life are not only not in- 
dispensable, but positive hindrances to the 
elevation of mankind.” Appealing as that 
philosophy may be, it is shared by few of 
Colby’s fellow human beings. 

“Somehow we've got to block the lurch 
toward globalization. It does not work for 
the food supply,” Colby says. “Urban cen- 
ters like Boston are going to have to figure 
out ways to support rural areas around 
them and develop a symbiotic relationship. 
There are ways to do that. Cities used to 
consist of tight-knit communities, with small 
stores and small businesspeople. There 
was a real sense of community and cohe- 
sion, and a respect for things local. That's 
been totally obliterated by Wal-Mart, Home 
Depot, and the rise of industrialized food. 
These are the things we have to challenge 


A poli taken last year showed that 77 
percent of Americans don’t want to eat 
irradiated food. Their objections may be 
rooted in ignorance, but Colby’s aren’t. 


when ABC’s John Stossel, corporate 
America’s favorite TV journalist, attacked 
Food & Water's scientific arguments as 
“outdated” and “discredited.” Stossel also 
hammered Burnstein’s credentials (“He's 
not a research doctor but an osteopath!”), 
yet failed to put on camera allies such as 
Donald Louria and George Tritsch. 

After the FDA approved irradiation for 
red meat last December, major newspa- 
pers such as the New York Times and the 
Boston Globe (beneath the headline 
GOODNESS FROM GAMMA RAYS) weighed in 
with ringing endorsements. The media in 
general, taking their cue from lengthy sto- 
ries in the Times and the Washington 
Post, have depicted Colby’s objections to 
irradiation as unscientific. Amy Poe, 
who's studying coverage of food irradia- 
tion for the left-leaning media watchdog 
Fairness & Accuracy in Reporting, says 
virtually all of the press has followed the 
Times’ lead. “There’s this mentality that 
believes the truth has to be in the middle, 
and if you're taking some extreme posi- 
tion, then you have to be wrong some- 
how,” Poe says. 

Be assured that Michael Colby takes an 
extreme position. And it can sometimes 
get a little exasperating. Ask him about his 
own diet, and he talks about the vegeta- 
bles and turkeys and chickens his wife 
raises, and about bartering with neighbors 
for pigs. “We consume primarily what we 
grow and raise,” he says. Ask him how his 
vague but rather expensive-sounding vi- 
sion of a culture reconnected with the land 
would appeal to, say, an urban working- 
class family trying to stretch its food bud- 
get, and he replies that he’s sure it 
wouldn't hurt people economically, that 
what they're eating now is making them 
sick, and that in any case there are other 
activists working on urban issues. But the 
inescapable conclusion is that he believes, 


if we're going to save ourselves.” 

You don't have to adopt Colby’s philoso- 
phy to see its value. In a very real sense, 
for instance, irradiated meat is the apotheo- 
sis of the “industrialized food” addiction he 
rails against. A CBS News poll taken last 
year showed that 77 percent of Americans 
don't want to eat irradiated food. Their ob- 
jections may be rooted in ignorance, but 
Colby’s aren't. There are unanswered 
questions about the safety of irradiated 
food. And even if Colby’s theoretical objec- 
tions seem like an environmentalist’s self- 
indulgence when compared to the horror of 
a child's dying from an E. coli infection, it’s 
surely wrong for the regulatory-industrial 
complex to foist this new technology upon 
us when the full consequences of that deci- 
sion are still unknown. 

The food industry's plan is to progress 
incrementally, by persuading the govern- 
ment to ease off on labeling requirements, 
by insisting to a skeptical public that irra- 
dia — er, cold pasteurization is a boon. 
Colby's critics charge he wants to elimi- 
nate choice, but in fact he’s just trying to 
prevent one kind of choicelessness from 
being replaced by another, possibly scari- 
er, one. Perhaps irradiated and non-irradi- 
ated products will coexist at the supermar- 
ket — at least for a while. But what hap- 
pens if McDonald’s switches to irradiated 
meat? That's a likely scenario, since the 
fast-food industry, worried about image 
and liability, has been especially eager to 
guarantee its products’ safety. Remove 
Colby from the equation, and pretty soon 
you wouldn't be able to eat a Big Mac that 
hadn't been doused in gamma rays. 

True, Colby doesn't want you to eat 
that Big Mac in the first place. But that's 
an argument for another time. %

1990 In response to concerns 
about salmonella and other 
bacterial contamination in chicken, 
the FDA extends its approval for 
irradiation to poultry. 


1991 In apiece for ABC’s 20/20, 
conservative journalist John Stossel 
excoriates Food & Water's anti- 
irradiation information as “outdated” 
and “discredited.” Not one scientist 
who agrees with Food & Water’s 
views appears on camera. 


1992 Carrot Top, a grocery store 
in Chicago, begins selling 
irradiated fruit. 


1993 Four children die and 
hundreds of people become sick 
from eating undercooked, 
contaminated hamburgers at Jack 
in the Box. 


1994 Isomedix, an irradiation 
company in Chester, New York, 
petitions the US Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) to approve the 
irradiation of red meat. 


1996 Wally Burnstein, the 
founder of Food & Water, dies. His 
second-in-command and protege, 
Michael Colby, who had earlier 
moved the organization to Walden, 
Vermont, assumes leadership. 


1997 Hudson Foods recalls 25 
million pounds of ground beef 
contaminated with E. coli. Burger 
King, Hudson’s largest customer, 
severs ties with the company. 


1997 President Clinton unveils 
his $43 million National Food 
Safety Initiative. Clinton calls for 
“new steps using cutting-edge 
technology to keep our food safe,” 
including irradiation. 


1997 The FDA approves 
Isomedix’s petition and approves 
the use of irradiation for red meat. 


1998 Proponents of irradiation 
predict that food companies will 
finally begin to move toward 
widespread adoption of the 
technology. Food & Water vows to 
campaign against any company 
that seeks to use it.

Bar and Grille — the food wasn't 

that good and the service wasn't 
that good cither, and the room is al- 
most as noisy as it was when it housed 
Caffe Lampara, and | still had a good 
time. In a restaurant like this, if it’s 
easy to get a table and the servers don't 
bother you too much, and the food 
isn’t offensive, and you're with friends, 
the evening can be a success. 

The group behind Pete’s began with 
high intentions when they opened the 
first Skipjack’s, downtown. Then they 
took up the Italian theme when that be- 
came popular; this location was the first 
of two Caffe Lamparas. With the more 
pretentious Skipjack’s, | loved them un- 
til they opened a Harvard Square loca- 
tion and hit a slack period; with the 
moderately raffish Caffe Lampara, | was 
a little grouchy over the noise, but came 
to accept it. Now, with Pete's, | start 
and finish as a happy camper. See what 
lowering the level of pretension can do? 

One more trick — if a restaurant 
doesn’t have cutting-edge cuisine or an 
claborate theme, it should bet what it 
has on appetizers and at Icast one 
dessert. It'll never get in too much 
trouble if it has an appetizer like chick- 
en-and-roast-garlic dumplings 
($6.95). These are little lumps of pasta 
thick as cavatelli, with just cnough fill- 
ing to carry the flavor, in a tangy sauce 
of soy, garlic, and lemon juice. Fried 
calamari ($6.95) are about as good as 
any, with medium breading, not too 
much grease, and a spicy tomato sauce 
for a dip. Or you could order a “Bar 
top platter” ($11.95) and get the cala- 
mari, the dumplings, and 8 to 10 sec- 
tions of moderately spicy Buffalo 
chicken wings, on three levels of a 
wrought-iron device. You could even, 
at the appetizer level, risk something 
like a grilled portobello mushroom 
plate ($6.50), which hasn't much taste 
of the fire, but nicely arranges a couple 
of cooked portobellos with pimicnto, 
goat cheese, and field greens. (Our 
young waitress carcfully identified 
these as “mescaline” — haven't had 
that dish since the ’60s.) 

Main dishes are a different story, 
and you may want to stay with the fine 
assortment of burgers ($6.95 to 8.95). 
My guess is that the latter come with 
an amazing quantity of limp but well- 
salted skin-on fries, that having been 
my experience with an Italian turkey 
club sandwich. This club was pleasant 
eating, thanks mainly to quality bacon 
and lots of pepper and oregano on the 
thin-sliced turkey. On the other hand, 
a club sandwich on only two layers of 
bread, the bread a cakcy focaccia, a 
thin layer of tasteless cheese — these 
things unclub the club for many peo- 
ple. It would be better to drop the Ital- 
ian pretense (keep the pepper and 
oregano, if you like), and do the thing 
on three layers of grocery-store bread. 

Speaking of cakey bread, the bread- 
basket here would be a scandal if the 


place went by any other kind of name. 
The loaves are scasoned with rose- 
mary, an herb that docs not go well 
with a fine, soft crumb or a sweet fla- 
vor. Yet if you add plenty of butter 
(salty, in wrapped pats, another ‘50s 
revival), it's yummy (and filling). | also 
got all those frics on a dinner special of 
a half-rack of baby back ribs ($7.95). 
The ribs, alas, had no smoke, the bland 
taste that comes from being poached 
before final cooking, and only the fla- 
vor of broiled-on sauce for “barbecue.” 

As a grill, Pete's is a pretty good bar. 
Phe Pete’s mixed grill ($14.95) illus- 
trates how dull you can get with a 
grilled skewer of sirloin tips, a grilled 
pork chop, and a grilled boneless 
chicken breast. The show was stolen 
our night by a good grilled tomato and 
some Spanish rice (the other side dish- 
es were fried onions and peppers, and 
cheesy slices of potato). A lot of food 
— all good, none notable.

The 
menu also lists seven kinds of tequila, 
my comments on the connoisseurship 
of which are recorded in my recent re- 
view of Kokopelli Chili Co. 

The dessert to have is the chocolate 
espresso cake ($5.50), bought from 
someplace where,they know chocolate 
cake, and they know espresso butter- 
cream.

not overcooking the meat, and maybe a 
little better than okay with the pasta. The 
problem here was planning: whole 
claws, no nutcracker, okay, but no moist 
towelctte to clean up after? Toast points 
of the cakey rosemary bread made it 
look like a lobster special, but made it 
taste weird. A better special was the fish 
of the day, salmon ($14.95), prepared in 
the familiar fashion — broiled, but cor- 
rectly accompanicd by the rice and 
tomato and chcesy potatoes.

Even when you abandon pretense, you 
still have to get platters on and off the 
table. Or, to put it another way, just be- 
cause you aren't competing with Papa 
Razzi and every other Italian restaurant 
doesn’t mean you don’t have to measure 
up to Charley’s Eating and Drinking Sa- 
loon and every other bar and grill. 

That said, there are some real advan- 
tages to the format of Pete's. It’s uscful 
for quite a variety of situations in which 
food is not the main interest but shouldn't 
be a distraction, either. It’s a fine entry- 
level restaurant for BU students, for ex- 
ample, the way Bluestone Bistro used to 
make a nice date for the BC crowd. It’s 
casual enough for first or second dates, 
and also casual enough for familics or 
groups of mixed ages and tastes. And if 
you mainly want to drink, the food will 
do just fine. True, almost everything is at 
the lowest common denominator, but it’s 
not lower than that. 4

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From Burgundy to the domestic stuff 


Pinot gallery 


BY DAVID MARGLIN 


EING DEVOTED TO wine often 

means having to say you're sorry. So, 

up front, | want to apologize to 
California's pinot noirs. 

For years, at wine tastings and among 
friends, | disparaged California pinots. They 
lacked depth, | thought; their flavors were 
overly musty; they were unsophisticated. 
Now I'ma fan. I find California pinots fla- 
vorful, fruity yet earthy — and many of 
them are approach- 
able even by the 
most casual of wine 
drinkers (although, 
as with Napa caber- 
nets, the really 
good stuff starts at 
just above $20 a 
bottle). These days 
— mea gulpa — | 
am drinking a lot of 
pinots, especially 
those from Sonoma 
County and the 
Carneros district, 
and I'm finding 
them to be a lot 
better than those 
wines | despised 
only a few vintages 
ago. 

Pinot noir — un- 
blended, straight 
pinot noir — is the 
grape of all the 
great Burgundy 
reds. Burgundies 
have been the mod- 
cl for pinot makers, 
but the great Bur- 
gundies are delicate, temperamental, and 
expensive. The soil in Burgundy is chalky, 
the weather uncooperative, and — in great 
years — the fruit ripens only at the very end 
of the season. And Burgundy reds are noto- 
riously bad travelers; most wine tastes better 
near where it’s grown, but with Burgundy 
this is especially so. Bottles vary widely, so 
in a case of red Burgundy, even from a su- 
perior producer, you never know whether 
you have a home run or a foul ball until it’s 
in your glass. The price for a good Bur- 
gundy from a good year starts around $35 
and climbs quickly. But for all the hit and 
miss, for all its quirks, Burgundy — both 
red and white — provided the best wine ex- 
periences of my (pre-legal) youth. 

Since then, people have tried to convince 
me that there were alternatives, but | was 
dubious. | was consistently disappointed 
with American pinot noirs. They can't get it 
right with this fickle grape, | declared time 
and again. And though | might have been 
overstating the point, many winemakers 
would have agreed with me. California was 
making great cabs and chardonnays, but no 
affordable, quality pinot noirs. Pinot is the 
hardest wine to make well, and few wine- 
makers had the right strains of pinot for 
their soil. They were using fancy techniques 
when restraint might have served them bet- 
ter. But sometime early this decade, that 
changed. Winemakers became more sensi- 
tive to matching soil to grape variety. And in 
Sonoma’s Russian River Valley and in cool, 
foggy Carneros (a region that straddles the 
south of Napa and Sonoma), pinot noir 
found a comfortable home. 

So while Napa remains the land of the gi- 
ant cabs, Sonoma and Carneros have be- 
come renowned for churning out unbeliev- 
able pinot noirs. Williams & Selyem, for ex- 
ample, is one winery that pioneered the art 
of making great single-vineyard pinots; to- 
day it sells its wines only through a mailing 


list that takes years to get on. And while oth- 
er regions of California to the south are 
making superb pinot noirs (look for Au Bon 
Climat, made near Santa Barbara, and 
Carpe Diem, made in Arroyo Grande — the 
94 at Brookline Liquor Mart is a total stcal 
at $20), when it comes to affordable every- 
day pinots, the kind you can drink with piz- 
za or Indian food, Sonoma and Carneros 
are leading the way. You'll taste some earth 
from time to time, 
and some pindts 
show a bit of 
mustiness, but the 
better wines offer 
cherry and raspber- 
ry and plummy fla- 
vors right up front. 
And there are some 
bargains, too: 
wines like Hacien- 
da ($7.99 at 
Brookline Liquor 
Mart) that just go 
down smooth, with 
full-on vanilla and 
a thin sheen of 
fruit. (Unaccompa- 
nied, though, it 
might also taste a 
tad chalky, with 
some cough-drop- 
py undertones.) 
These Sonoma 
and Carneros value 
wines are good to 
cut your pinot tecth 
on, but you may 
have to spend $30 
to get the kind of 
knock-your-sneakers-off, life-changing kind 
of wine that made me feel obliged to apolo- 
gize to pinot makers in the first place. So 
talk to your retailers and start asking them 
about what pinots make them want to throw 
their hands up and shout like the Reverend 
Cleophus James (Brown) in The Blues 
Brothers. They probably know some Califor- 
nia pinots that will make you flip, too. 
The following wines are reviewed for your 
drinking pleasure, with the usual caveats 
about price and availability. 


1995 Buena Vista Sonoma ($14.99, 
Bauer Wine & Spirits, Boston). This is Cali- 
fornia’s oldest active winery (open since 
1857). Call it a comeback. This baby comes 
with bright fruit and slight cherry, and ends 
with a tart note as some of its earthier fla- 
vors begin to blend in. 


1994 Seghesio Sonoma Russian River 
Valley ($12.99, Marty's Liquors, Allston 
and Newton). A smooth and rather inoffen- 
sive wine, with solid structure and some 
broad fruit. Made from old vines, this pinot 
makes for a nice intro to the grape. 


1995 Rodney Strong Sonoma Russian 
River Valley ($17.99, Wine and Cheese 
Cask, Somerville). Brash and spicy, with 
plenty of pepper and earthy overripe cherry 
notes. An altogether strong wine, with clove 
accents that can be savored with Indian 
food. 


1995 Marrimar Torres Don Miguel 
Vineyard (Sonoma) ($28, Brookline Liquor 
Mart, Allston). Super-round, with gencrous 
flavors, reminiscent of a great salami. Plenty 
of plum, with a tight, refined feel on the 
mouth. One to try alone. Be

Dean Wareham and Luna 


—* Dean Wareham looks like his 
songs: slight in frame and 
dispassionate in appearance, yet quietly 
memorable in detail. Across four gently 
sparkling albums Wareham has expanded 
this aesthetic approach — which he 
damn near perfected with his old 
Cambridge band, Galaxie 500, back in 
the late °80s — while maintaining his 
songs’ dramatic economy and devotion to 
mood. 

“| guess our attention to, and 
fascination with, different guitar sounds 
is something that sets us a bit apart,” 
Wareham says over the phone from his 
home in New York City. “I think that 
we're more into exploring texture than a 
lot of American bands. It’s something 
that we work very hard on, and hopefully 
we don’t have the same ones as every 
other band. Obviously, we get this stuff 
that we sound like the Velvet 
Underground, and | get pretty sick of 
that. But I guess that’s more apt than 
saying we sound like Black Sabbath.” 

Lou or Ozzy? You can decide for 


yourself when Luna stop by the Middle 
East next Friday to perform material from 
their latest disc, Pup Tent (Elektra), mine 
a few old favorites, and perhaps throw in 
a cover tune or two. The last time they 
were here, at the Paradise, the band 
played a kazoo-ified version of Harry 
Nilsson’s “Everybody's Talkin’.” During 
that show, the ever-enigmatic Wareham 
offered more than a dozen telling, 
sometimes intentionally blurry snapshots 
as seen through his slightly cracked lyrical 
lens. And though no one could ever 
accuse him of actually singing, his airy 
deadpan was an ideal filter for distilling 
words of wisdom like “You ain't no Cary 
Grant, but then again, who is?” Just as 
compelling were Sean Eden’s swirling, 
tunneling guitar lines and the supple 
rhythmic underpinning of bassist Justin 
Harwood and new drummer Lee Wall 
(who joined after the departure of ex- 
Feelies drummer Stanley Demeski). 

“I’m pretty happy with the lyrics on this 
record,” Wareham says of Pup Tent. 





written five years ago, I really cringe. But | 
think that’s a good thing. If I didn’t do 
that, | think I’d be dead as an artist. I think 
I’m working harder and not just settling 
for the first thing that comes to mind.” 

It's hard to believe that Wareham was 
“just settling” on the three gauzily 
beautiful albums he put out with Galaxie 
500 (which have since been reissued by 
Rykodisc separately and as a box set). In 
any case, he says he’s proud of what the 
band accomplished — despite the 
acrimonious split with former Galaxie 
bandmates Damon Krukowski and Naomi 
Yang. “I think Galaxie 500’s recordings

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All the presidents’ movies 


How Hollywood plays hail to the chief 
BY PETER KEOUGH He may not be the 


most powerful man in the world, as witness 


his frustrations with Saddam Hussein, not to 


mention a 24-year-old ex-intern. But the 
president of the United States could well be 


the world’s most powerful image, a reflection 


of what we Americans most 
dread and desire in our nation. 
Engendered in the hype and 
hoopla of the campaign, shaped 
and misshapen by the media, this 
image achieves its final reality in 
the ultimate commercial proces- 
sor of our dreams and _ night- 
mares — Hollywood. 

That’s the premise of Barry 
Levinson’s prescient current 
political satire, Wag the Dog. 
Unnervingly prophetic of the cur- 
rent chief executive’s current 
woes — right down to the beret 
worn by the object of his sexual 
attentions and the attempted 
smokescreen of a concocted war 
— Wag is most disturbing in its 
suggestion that everything we 
believe to be real and meaningful 
is, in fact, only a movie. 

Although that may not be literal- 
ly true — not yet, at least — 
there’s no doubt that movies pro- 
vide what we would like to believe 
is reality, or what we fear might be 
reality, which can be the same 
thing. That’s why, from the begin- 
ning, Hollywood made relatively 
few films about actual presidents 
— the pedestrian reality hits too 
close to home. It’s why the vast 
majority of recent Hollywood 
presidents have been mythical: leg- 
end always tells the truth more 
economically than facts. 
Hollywood’s image of the man 
with the fate of the nation in his 
hands can waver from superhero 
and saint to philanderer and psy- 
chopath — sometimes within the 
same film. And never has that been 
more true than now; no previous 
administration has been as obses- 
sively fantasized about and sati- 
rized on celluloid as Bill Clinton’s. 


YOUNG MR. LINCOLN: 
Henry Fonda was a hard act to 


follow. 


Honest Abe — 

and not much else 
Hagiography was the prevalent 
mode for depicting the president 
in early Hollywood. In the monu- 
mental, groundbreaking, 





grotesquely racist Birth of a 
Nation (1915), D.W. Griffith, 
despite his pro-Confederacy and 
pro—Ku Klux Klan - stance, 
embraces Abraham Lincoln as a 
hero misled by conniving 
Abolitionists, who are ultimately 
implicated in his assassination, 
putting an end to his more 
enlightened and tolerant treat- 
ment of the South during 
Reconstruction. (“The South has 
lost its best friend!” proclaims 
Birth’s KKK-founding hero on 
hearing of Lincoln’s death.) 
Griffith would complete his por- 
trait of the Great Emancipator 
with his reverent and tedious 
Abraham Lincoln (1930), which 
featured Walter Huston in his first 
presidential turn in the title role. 

Although one of the most vili- 
fied presidents while in office (in 
one of its few amusing moments, 
the title character in Daryl F. 
Zanuck’s 1944 bio-pic Wilson 
quotes some especially scurrilous 
contemporary attacks against 
Honest Abe), Lincoln has 
endured as a mythic paragon of 
presidential virtues. His image 
served as a bulwark of democracy 
during the late Depression and 
pre-war years, when our way of 
life was being challenged by the 
rise of fascism and the threat of 
communism. In John  Ford’s 
Young Mr. Lincoln (1939), Henry 
Fonda forged an image of the 
future president as a young man, 
the “plain Abraham Lincoln” who 
loves his mother and pays his bills 
and falls in love and just happens 
to embody, express, and defend 
with resolute courage and home- 
spun humor all the principles 
America is based on. 

It was a hard act to follow, as 
Raymond Massey would discover 
in the stagy, uninspiring Abe 
Lincoln in Illinois (1940), though 
he earned an Oscar nomination 
for his portrayal (the more 
deserving Fonda did not). But 
other US presidents have been 
more notable for their absence. 
Where are all the bio-pics of 
George Washington? Perhaps it’s 
the wooden teeth. As for the rest 
of the Founding Fathers, we'll 
have to settle for 1776 (1972). 

There are exceptions, like the 
recent, misconceived Jefferson in 
Paris (1995). And Charlton 
Heston plays Andrew Jackson in a 
couple films: The President’s Lady 
(1953), in which he’s a stiff 
romantic hero overshadowed by 
sexy Susan Hayward as his wife 
with a checkered past — who 
consequently must die before he 
can enter the White House; and 
The Buccaneer (1958), where he 
plays the then general as a kind of 
Clint Eastwood type overshad- 
owed by Yul Brynner as a sexy 
Jean Laffite. 

The advantage that Lincoln has 
over all his colleagues — besides 
his august wisdom and courage in 
saving the nation — is his mes-

sianic fate. Martyrdom tran- 
scends human frailties and com- 
monplaces and elevates the victim 
to the highest realms of 
Hollywood illusions. If it didn’t 
work that way for Kennedy after 
the tiresome exploits of PT 109 
(1963), that’s because everybody 
was too busy arguing over who 
shot JFK. 


Wilson: he was no Lincoln 

Neither did dying in office do 
much for the reputation of 
Woodrow Wilson (perhaps best 
remembered these days as the 
first presidential film critic, with 
his oft-quoted description of Birth 
of a Nation as “history written 
with lightning”), despite Daryl F. 
Zanuck’s gaudy and godawful 
Wilson. An attempt to garner 
Oscars (it won for Best 
Screenplay and was nominated 
for Best Picture and in three other

categories) and stump for democ- 
racy at the height of World War II 
(with more speeches, patriotic 
music, and red-white-and-blue 
than a Republican Convention, it 
may have had some viewers root- 
ing for the Axis), Wilson undid 
itself from the start with its refer- 
ences and comparisons to 
Lincoln. Yet the film does broach 
two aspects of the president we 
don’t like to think about — his 
sexuality and his mortality. Played 
by a weasely Alexander Knox, 
Wilson is no Clinton, though he is 
surrounded by three annoyingly 
adoring daughters and a mousily 
supportive wife. The latter dies, 
however (shades of The 
President’s Lady), leaving the 
door open for Woodrow to date. 
He hooks up with a handsome 
society girl, ignores the nasty gos- 
sip, gets remarried and re-elected, 
and enters the Great War. 


NIXON: making a film about a real president has become an 








Here the story comes to resem- 
ble not so much Lincoln’s as that 
of the then incumbent, FDR. 
Battered by the strain of war and 
the even greater strain of selling 
the American people on the 
League of Nations, Wilson suffers 
a stroke, is incapacitated, and has 
his duties overseen by the woman 
who nearly cost him the election 
— his second wife. 

This vaguely castrating sce- 
nario had been the basis of a 
bizarre curiosity released a 
decade before, Gregory LaCava’s 
Capra-esque, quasi-fascist 
Gabriel over the White House 
(1933). Walter Huston starts out 
decidedly un-Lincoln-like as the 
newly elected President Judson 
Hammond, a gladhanding party 
hack blithely indifferent to the 
needs of his Depression-racked 
countrymen and with a fair eye to 
the politicos that put him in office 
and his toothsome “private secre- 
tary.” 

In a twist that is one of several 
precursors to contemporary 
events (the film was based on a 
novel by “Anonymous,” a la 
Primary Colors), Hammond goes 
into a coma after his limo gets 
creamed while fleeing, Princess 
Di-like, pursuing paparazzi. He 
awakens a changed man, shooing 
the secretary from his bedroom, 
putting the unemployed to work, 
declaring martial law, dissolving 
Congress, and terrorizing debtor 
nations into paying up. He has 
been possessed, it seems, by the 
archangel Gabriel, who, as one 
character points out, gave voice to 
the Biblical Daniel, “the prophet 
of wrath.” In more historical par- 
lance, Hammond starts out as 
Harding, is transformed into 
Roosevelt, and settles into Hitler , 
— then just starting in on his 
Third Reich. 

So was Hammond the leader 
we wanted or dreaded? Evidently 
a little of both. Times of crisis, 
after all, tend to bring out the 
kind of oxymoronic emotions that 
it’s the movies’ job to resolve. 


Let’s hear.it for... 
Merton Muffley? 
During World War II, Hollywood 
was too busy making patriotic 
films to worry much about the 
president. And during the ’50s, 
Hollywood was too busy protect- 
ing itself from Senator McCarthy 
to ask many questions about the 
Eisenhower era. In the ’60s, how- 
ever, the gloves finally came off. 
The Cold War, men in space, the 
Cuban Missile Crisis, civil rights, 
the Kennedy assassinations, the 
Beatles, the sexual revolution, 
Vietnam, the Democratic 
Convention of ’68 — it was the 
Decade of Uncertainty. It was 
also the heyday of political satire 
— as Bob Dylan sang, “Even the 
president of the United States 
sometimes has to stand naked.” 
Hollywood could have retreat- 
ed into nostalgia; instead some of 
America’s foremost filmmakers 
set out to critique the emperor’s 
new clothes. Notwithstanding the 
popularity of Kennedy and, pre- 
Vietnam, Johnson, the president 
was depicted as impotent, as a 
patsy for the system intended to 
serve him (a theme that would be 
hammered on years later in Oliver 
Stone’s JFK). Candidate 
Laurence Harvey in John

Frankenheimer’s mordantly_bril- 
liant Manchurian Candidate 
(1962) is a wimp, a brainwashed 
dupe of the Chinese and, more 
terrifyingly still, of his hideous, 
devouring mother, played by 
Angela Lansbury. No better is the 
mealy-mouthed, senescent presi- 
dent in Otto Preminger’s Advise 
and Consent (1962), whose 
attempt to appoint the soft-on- 
communism Henry Fonda as sec- 
retary of state is undermined by a 
conspiracy of political enemies 
and revelations of a_ possible 
homosexual past. 

Fonda does rehabilitate his 
Lincolnesque image in Sidney 
Lumet’s harrowing Fail Safe 
(1963), though he is forced by a 
glitch in the nuclear-defense sys- 
tem to incinerate New York City, 
and, in a chilling aside that seems 
a motif in movies about the presi- 
dent (with variations in The 
President’s Lady, Wilson, Mars 


Attacks!, Independence Day, and 
Air Force One), the first lady as 
well. Whatever virility Fonda 
restored to the president, howev- 
er, was subverted in that film’s 
black-comic mirror image, 
Stanley Kubrick’s Dr. Strangelove 
(1963). In one of three roles, 
Peter Sellars is Merton Muffley, a 
fusion of Dwight Eisenhower and 
Adlai Stevenson who’s as effemi- 
nate and ineffectual as his name 
suggests. What passes for balls is 
military hardware — a midair 
refueling of a B-52 is one of 
Kubrick’s most erotic sequences. 
A psychopathic commander, Jack 
D. Ripper (Sterling Hayden), 
compensates for his sexual dys- 


function by usurping control of 


the nuclear-defense system and 
initiating a strike against the 
Soviet Union. Sabotaging the 
coding system by which the com- 
mander-in-chief can recall the 
aircraft, he severs the president

from presidential power, allowing 
the system itself to take over. 

At least Dr. Strangelove offered 
serious satire. The following year 
Hollywood gave us Kisses for My 
President. Bad enough to imagine 
Fred MacMurray as the comman- 
der-in-chief and Polly Bergen as 
our first lady — but Kisses starred 
Polly as Mrs. President and Fred 
as the, uh, first spouse. It was a 
mirror of our uneasiness over the 
prospect of a woman at the top, 
and our fear that the protective 
patriarchy of the presidency was a 
thing of the past. 


Life imitates art 

That, of course, was before 
Watergate, which debased the 
executive office in a way 
Hollywood could scarcely have 
imagined — while redeeming, 
temporarily, the reputation of the 
media, as witness the heroics of 
Bernstein and Woodward in All 
the President’s Men (1976). 
Watergate also lay open the previ- 
ously sacrosanct Oval Office to 
the prying eyes and ears of every- 
one, making the president’s char- 
acter as well as his policy available 
to scrutiny. Perhaps the most 
shocking revelation from the 
Watergate tapes was not that the 
president authorized violations of 
the Constitution but that he used 
bad language. 

One would have expected the 
decade following Nixon’s disgrace 
to see a plethora of films demoniz- 
ing him and the presidency; except 
for Robert Altman’s worthy but 
overlooked Secret Honor (1983), 
however, none of major signifi- 
cance surfaced until Oliver Stone’s 
disappointing Nixon (1995). The 
Reagan administration, in particu- 
lar, escaped almost unscathed. 
Although he was our first divorced 
president, Reagan was also our 
first movie-star president. And as 
the Great Communicator, he skill- 
fully separated image from con- 
tent, making the ’80s the Decade 
of Detachment and_Disillusion. 
There was no need for Hollywood 
to make films about the presidency 
when it had a master director in 
the White House: from 1980 to 
1988, the presidency was the 
movie. 


Who’s wagging who? 

But now it’s the 90s, and Clinton 
has inherited both the boon of 
media-created reality instituted by 
Reagan and the bane of the 
media’s total accessibility to the 
president’s private life that was 
Nixon’s legacy. He’s at least as

Okay, that’s a wrap 
It's satisfying to watch the presi- 
dent dangle 12,000 feet above the 
surface of the earth from an air- 
plane or lead a wing of F-16s in 
an attack on a mother ship the 
size of Utah, but we know these 
are only fantasies. The more trou- 
bling whether the 
presidency itself isn’t a fantasy. 
Ever since Woody Allen morphed 
himself into footage of Herbert 
Hoover and the like in Zelig 
(1983), such filmmakers as 
Oliver Stone in JFK (1991) and 
Robert Zemeckis in Forrest Gump 
(1994) have been blurring the 
line between reality and special 
effects by using images of politi- 
cians to further their big-screen 
fantasies. In Contact (1997) 
Zemeckis incorporated an actual 
Clinton press conference — over 
the objections of the president, 
who didn’t want to be a part of 
someone else’s film. The lessons 
were clear: if real-life politics isn’t 
a movie, it can certainly be made 
to look like one; and even the 
president is no longer powerful 
enough to be his own director.

Pedro Almodovar is Live and well 
BY GARY SUSMAN Live Flesh finds one of film’s most outrageous 


artists in the midst of his mature period. As in his previous film, The 


Flower of My Secret, Pedro Almodévar has gracefully surrendered 


some of the frantic, impetuous

From the Film Festival of India 


A first-timer in India last month, | found it incredibly hard to stay 
obedient to my gracious New Delhi host, the 29th International Film 


Festival of India. As a festival guest, | was scheduled to watch heaps 


of movies, especially the brand 
new Indian ones unveiled in the 
Indian Panorama. But how could 
sitting in a theater compete with 
skipping out into the real-world 
New Delhi? Where else does a 
routine taxi ride to a fest take you 
past lumbering clephants, squcal- 
ing monkeys, street children, 
shantytowns, missing-limb beg- 
gars, Islamic mosques, Sikh tem- 
ples, and several million unem- 
ployed people squatting by the 
road? 

Fine, fine, but what about new 
Indian cinema? 

From what I did see, it’s musty 
for Western outsiders. 

In overwrought TV-movie fash- 
ion, filmmakers keep retelling, as if 
it were shockingly new, Ibsen's A 
Doll's House. The Indian narrative 
often centers on a naive, higher- 
caste married woman who's tucked 
safely at home, away from the 
unwashed. When a melodramatric 
crisis erupts, she discovers that her 
so-protective family are a bunch of 
sexist, patriarchal, © cowardly 
weasels. Her husband is a skunk. 

Three random 1997 Indian 
films | saw at the fest:

Plot one: a rich, bored young 
lady decides to take a day job but 
must hide her employment from 
her jealous, fatuous spouse. Plot 
two: when an adult son is killed by 
the police for revolutionary activi- 
ty, his doting mother is repelled to 
see her bourgeois husband grovel 
before the authorities, afraid of 
family scandal. Plot three: a*mar- 
ried woman is hassled on the 
street by three thugs, who threaten 
rape, until another woman, a jour- 
nalist, comes to her rescue. When 
the women go to the police to 
press charges, their shamed hus- 
bands and families back off. Soon, 
things become so twisted that it 
appears the victimized woman 
lured her own attackers! 

I talked to the director of this 
last film, Crossfire!, the flamboy-

“Someone asked 
me the silly question ‘Why do you 
make movies about women?’ | 
answered, ‘Why climb a moun- 
tain?

Ghosh has taken over the edit- 
ing of a popular film magazine, 
Ananda Lok, of which he admits, 
“It's not very cerebral, not very 
intellectual. | begin each issue 
with five pages of Bombay film 
gossip,” But that doesn’t mean 
he’s complacent concerning the 
low-quality writing about Indian 
film. “I don’t think many critics 
are very cinema-savvy. They 
know the plot details, but they are 
unaware of the film techniques. 
Most reviews are filled up with 
telling the film’s story, then the 
reviewers talk about perfor- 
mances. They think they know 
that. But mostly they criticize a 
movie like it’s a book.

Not all the new Indian films 
were exactly the same. | enjoyed a 
recasting of Othello as the rural- 
set, ritual-soaked Aaliyattain, 
which in its best moments showed 
the influences of Welles and 
Kurosawa.

But he had 
been trained by his career as an 
Indian producer! 

The film with the biggest hype, 
and surely the largest budget, was 
Pamela Rooks’s Train to Pakistan, 
which is based on a very famous 
novel about the 1947 partition of 
India.

For all its horror, Live Flesh 
does have many moments of sur- 
real comedy as well as a few of the 
erotic tussles promised by the title.

The 
director bookends the film with 
two Christmas miracles, the birth 
of Victor on a bus in the shuttered, 
empty streets of the fearful Franco 
era, and the birth of Victor's child 
in a traffic jam in bustling present- 
day Madrid.

THE WIND IN THE WILLOWS 


Making a non-animated version of Kenneth Grahame’s 
beloved children’s classic seemed a dodgy idea to start 
with; casting the Monty Python troupers as Rat, Mole, 
Badger, Toad, etc. looks almost like cruelty to animals. 
This Terry Jones—directed adaptation is a study in frus- 
tration: the troupe put in a sincere, loving effort, but, 
inevitably, inappropriate silliness and cynicism break out. 
Eric Idle, with his cricket sweater and passion for picnics 
on the river, stands out as Rat, and Jones himself is an 
appropriately frivolous jodhpured Toad, but Steve 
Coogan’s whiny Mole wears out his welcome in a hurry, 
and Nicol Williamson’s Badger is stern but not subtle. A 
hilarious John Cleese is wasted in the tiny part of Toad’s 
attorney, who delivers a passionate indictment of his 
client (“It’s the best defense that can be made, my 
Lord”). Nobody’s as cute as the original Ernest Shepherd 
illustrations. 

The story is pretty much all Toad’s motor-car misadven- 
tures; you'll find no mention of Rat’s “Wayfarers All” 
reverie, the fieldmice’s Christmas at Mole End, or the 
baby-otter scarch that leads Mole and Rat to the ineffable 
revelation of “The Piper at the Gates of Dawn” (one of the 
high points in all of English literature). Instead there’s a 
protracted battle on the train, 007-style, and an inter- 
minable sequence at the end when our heroes are menaced 
with the weasels’ dog-food grinder. Grahame wrote a chil- 
dren’s book about animals that’s smart enough for adults; 
this version barely seems smart enough for children. It'll 
please Python fans, but admirers of the original and other 
adults should tread warily. At the Brattle Theatre February

CARLA’S SONG 


It used to be that for those who found the prickly social 
criticism of Mike Leigh’s movies too chirpy, there was 
always Ken Loach. With such uncompromising films as 
Riff-Raff, Raining Stones, and Ladybird, Ladybird, Loach 
confronted the injustice and pathos of British lower-class 
life with compassion, complexity, and not much in the way 
of happy endings. Lately, though, he’s expanded his terri- 
tory beyond the dismay and brimming humanity of the 
grim burgs of the British Isles for other times and places, 
and the move has softened his lacerating edge and aching 
ambiguity into sloganeering. 

Such was the case in his foray into the Spanish Civil 
War, Land and Freedom, and it’s a weakness in his 
charming but ultimately misconceived Carla's Song. 
Robert Carlyle, in between roles in Trainspotting and 
The Full Monty, plays George, a Glasgow busdriver 
with a soft touch and a rebellious streak. Among the 
impoverished passengers he gives a break to is Carla 
(Oyanka Cabezas), a beautiful Nicaraguan refugee 
from the ongoing contra wars who earns her living 
dancing in the street. Moved as much by her exotic 
allure as by concern for her welfare, he finds her a 
place to live, nurses her back to health after a suicide 
attempt, and learns the reason for her despair — her 
boyfriend Antonio (Richard Loza) was captured by the 
contras and probably killed. 

Although he loves Carla, George magnaminously urges 
her to go back and find Antonio — he even accompanies 
her. Released from the gritty accents and gray details of 
Glasgow, the film dissipates into a bit of a screed, with 
Carla and Scott Glenn as a mystery American named 
Bradley providing much of the speechifying. It’s earnest 
but unfortunate —- Carla’s Song might been more gen- 
uinely tuneful had the pair remained behind to take on the 
Glasgow public-transport bureaucracy rather than the 
CIA. At the Coolidge Corner.

THE BORROWERS 


Little in Peter Hewitt’s brief career as a director — includ- 
ing Bill and Ted's Bogus Adventure and Wild Palms — 
could have forecast this stylishly affectionate film adapta- 
tion of the popular children’s books.

Poet Carlos Drummond de Andrade was popular in his 
native Brazil, but not until his death, in 1987, did fans get 
a chance to read his erotic works. Here, Dutch filmmaker 
Heddy Honigmann presents elderly men and women read- 
ing these poems aloud and discussing their thoughts on 
love and sex. The readers, randomly approached by 
Honigmann on the street, are refreshingly candid, relating 
details of their own sex lives with hilarious gusto and hon- 
esty. Watching two old women on a bus read an ode to anal 
sex has a certain shocking thrill, though the subtitles create 
a What's Up Tiger Lily? feeling of misplaced dubbing. An 
86-year-old man boasts of the many women he’s sampled 
during his “wild life”; a comparably aged woman describes 

her fantasies about violent sex, none of “that soft crap.” 
As these oldsters admire Drummond's poctry and revel 
in their own memories, it becomes clear that their love of 
sex hasn’t withered with age. It’s just changed. The “wild 
life” man now lives off his memorics; another octogenarian 
offers to prove to Honigmann — first-hand — that he still 
knows his way around the bedroom. Drummond's works 
serve as the framework for Honigmann to explore human 
sexuality and aging. In the end we learn that a lust for life 
and a life of lust go hand in hand, no matter how old we 
grow.

Call Hurricane Streets, which took home the director and 
audience awards at the 1997 Sundance Film Festival, Kids 
with a conscience.

Dan Aykroyd, thinned down and back 
as Elwood Blues, does a solid deadpan turn and delivers 
some first-rate one-liners. John Goodman's an aptly 
lumpen replacement for Belushi, and outsings Aykroyd, for 
what that’s worth. The plot’s thin. Elwood gets out of 
prison, where he’s been since the last film’s destructive 
finale, and determines to put the band back together. He 
promptly crosses the Russian mob, an orphan kid (J. Evan 
Bonifant) gets thrown into the mix, and Elwood mightily 
pisses off his half-brother Cable (Joe Morton), who’s now 
a tough cop bent on putting him back behind bars. 

The film really cooks when its great blues and soul per- 
formers are on screen. There’s B.B. King, Aretha Franklin, 
Eddie Floyd, Wilson Pickett, the late Junior Wells (resplen- 
dent in a bright yellow suit with matching derby), Eric 
Clapton, Charlie Musselwhite, Dr. John, Jimmy Vaughan, 
Koko Taylor, Erykah Badu, Lonnie Brooks, James Brown, Bo 
Diddley, Sam Moore, and others doing their thing in top 
form. Even, the soundtrack tunes (with Paul Butterfield and 
other Chicago and Delta blues favorites) are terrific.

Andrei Serban’s ART production Is a wild ride 


Andrei Serban’s last outing for the American 


Repertory Theatre, nine years ago, was 


Twelfth Night. Now he thinks all Shakespeare 


plays are subtitled What You Will. Serban’s 


eclectic staging of The Taming of the Shrew is 


nothing if not freewheeling. A 
journey from Pisa to Padua to 
Verona, from Plautus to Dante to 
commedia to Pirandello, from 
male chauvinist piggery to mari- 
tal complicity to same-sex pair- 
ing, it was characterized by ART 
artistic director Robert Brustein 
on opening night as “Mr. Toad’s 
Wild Ride.” Whereupon you 
could almost hear a certain star 
of the international avant-garde 
shout “ribbit” in Romanian. 

You know you're not at the old 
Globe Theatre anymore when the 
lights dim and a bandage-bound 
female figure 
an alien and a mummy 


a cross between 
hobbles 
across the stage to the strains of 
“I Hate Men” from Aiss Me Kate, 
the 1948 Cole Porter musical 
built around Shakespeare's early, 
notoriously sexist comedy. By the 
time “Mr. Toad” hits the brakes of 
the large yellow ART-touring- 
company bus that serves the pro- 
duction as both bandwagon and 
inner stage, he has thrown every- 
thing at the play but 
feminists would have him do — 
the book. 

Many of Serban’s ornamenta- 
tions are ingenious; some are 
hilarious — and certainly in keep- 
ing with the 
Shakespeare built into this come- 
dy. The geometric set design, 
erected around and before that 
bus by Christine Jones, is striking; 
Catherine Zuber’s costumes are 
wickedly whimsical; — lighting 
designer Michael Chybowski con- 
tributes boldly to effects that hover 
between David Hockney and car 
toon. And the director has in Don 
Reilly and Kristin Flanders, who 
first threw their combined Life 
Force our way in last season's 
ART Man and Superman, a cou- 
ple of superb actors to -play 
Katharina and Petruchio. 

Moreover, Serban has retained 
the oft-cut “Induction” that makes 
The Shrew (performed here by the 
ART on tour) part of an elaborate 
joke played on a drunken tinker 
named Christopher Sly. He has 
even added an alternative ending 
— from a source or a ripoff called 
The Taming of a Shrew — that ren- 
ders the Induction a frame. This 
makes The Tuming of the Shrew 
less a primer for male supremacists 
than the ultimate male fantasy, as 
conjured in sodden sleep by a bibu- 
lous lout. Good trick! 

Serban also has some intrigu- 
ing ideas about the marital and 
metaphysical aspects of the play. 
He seeks to soften the play’s sex- 
ism, without winking at it, by 
reaching down under the pratfalls 
and sadistic shenanigans to 
unearth a medieval mystery about 
the soul submitting to the spirit. 
As Dartmouth College professor 
Peter Saccio points out in an 
essay printed in the ART News, 
the structure of Shakespeare's 
society was not egalitarian but 
hierarchical: someone had to be

on top for order to thrive. In 
Petruchio’s phrase, “Marry, peace 
it bodes, and love, and quiet 
life,/An awful rule, and = right 
supremacy,/And, to be short, 
what not that’s sweet and happy.” 

In pop-psychological terms, 
Serban’s reading has Katharina 
discovering the delights of taming 
her “inner shrew” by projecting 
her unhappiness with it onto 
Petruchio. After prowling through 
the early scenes in a sort of 
devil/cat suit, brandishing both 
tongue and whip more for self- 
protection than assault, Flanders’s 
Katharina does indeed seem freer, 
jauntier, once she learns to play 
her husband's game. Even her 
spiked hair relaxes. 

And Serban’s staging of the 
wager scene, with its now-nause-

his winnings with her. 


sinking to her knees and going 
into a long, meltingly slow bow 
that delivers both head and open 
hand to the ground before her 
husband's feet. Whereupon 
Reilly’s Petruchio rises, drops to 
his knees, and does exactly the 
same! It’s a gorgeous moment of 
mutual surrender that Petruchio 
follows by splitting the cash he 
has made off Katharina’s show of 
abasement with her — reminding 
us that in an Edgar 
Bergen/Charlie McCarthy act, 
without Charlie there’s no act. 
Yet to some degree Serban’'s 
deft handling of this scene is too 
little, too late. Flanders and Reilly 
have worked in charming tandem 
through the second act to bring us 
there, moving from the first act's 


By the time “Mr. Toad” hits 
the brakes of the large yellow 
ART-touring-company bus 
that serves the production as 
both bandwagon and inner stage, 
he has thrown everything at 
the play but — as most feminists 
would have him do — the book. 


ating 44-line ode to female sub- 
mission (an utterance that’s damn 
long to wink through), is both 
clever and exquisite. Flanders 
speaks Katharina’s troublesome 
speech, after a contemplative 
pause, with a straight face and a 
beautiful cadence, at the end 


strutting fisticuffs and virtual kid- 
nap (Petruchio imprisons the 
heretofore pant-clad Katharina 
first in a skirt and then in a plastic 
bag before running off with her) to 
an admittedly-machismo-tinged 
tenderness. Still, it’s casy to lose 
the evolution of the relationship in 


the production’s outrageous fray 
of vaudeville and cross-dressing, 
its interpolation of embellishments 
ranging from “Brush Up Your 
Shakespeare” to “Mambo 
Italiano.” | found myself thinking 
that if Serban had had a few more 
weeks of rehearsal, in which to do 
nothing but strip away, he might 
have delivered a Shrew not just 
inventive but profound. 

As it is, we're in the Land of 
Lotsa Lazzi here, with nods to 
everything from the Mafia to The 
Terminator. Although Serban has 
wisely trimmed the play’s more 
arcane slapstick, turning 
Petruchio’s servant Grumio into 
more of a sinister retainer than an 
Elizabethan clown, he adds plenty 
of his own. Commedia dell’arte 
stretches its broad legs across sev- 
eral centuries, with Lucentio’s 
servant, Biondello, wearing the 
traditional threads (though he 
carries a hand mike) while old 
lech Gremio is’ a gold-chained 
jogger sporting a fanny pack. 
Marriage-brokering dad Baptista, 
in the person of Jeremy Geidt, is a 
ghoulish, tongue-flicking Uncle 
Fester. Scott Harrison and 
Benjamin Evett, as switch-hitting 
master and servant Lucentio and 
Tranio, do a lot of unexplained 
kissing on the lips. And Katharina 
and Petruchio — he wearing a 
flesh-colored muscleman body 
suit — have their initial 
encounter in a boxing ring. 

Indeed, in the course of the 
first act, Petruchio is presented as 
a biker, a rock star, a business- 
man, a commando, a Travolta, a 
cartoon gladiator, and a drag 
qucen. He does imitations rang- 
ing from The Godfather to 
Arnold Schwarzenegger (if you 
can imagine Arnold uttcring 


truchio not only gets down on the ground with Kate, he splits 


words like “irksome brawling 
scold”). A lesser actor would 
have difficulty steering a charac- 
ter through all the bits, but Reilly 
manages, presenting a Petruchio 
cooler than brutish. 

The less experienced if talented 
Caroline Hall, as Katharina’s 
manageable sister Bianca, has 
more trouble extracting a charac- 
ter from Serban’s seemingly bot- 
tomless bag of tricks. She is first 
presented as a pink-clad bimbo 
from the early 1960s, waggting 
her lace-trimmed panties at the 
crowd. Vulgar beneath the sugar 
water, she metamorphoses into a 
scantily clad pink-haired sexpot 
having sadomasochistic sex with 
“tutor” Lucentio. And by the 
wager scene, married and looking 
like something out of Les Liaisons 
Dangereuses, she becomes out- 
right surly. In a nice touch, she 
and Hortensio’s new wife first 
turn their backs to, then walk out 
on, Katharina’s speech. 

Among the supporting players, 
Harry S. Murphy is a base but 
oddly lovable Sly, wandcring in 
and out of The Shrew as if it were 
an audience-participation outing 
by the Living Theatre. Will LeBow 
puts an amusingly flitty spin on 
Bianca’s superannuated suitor, 
Gremio. And ART artistic honcho 
Robert Brustein (who alternates 
with Jerry Flynn) takes the boards 
for the first time in years, as aa 
flustered, Edwardian Vincentio 
swinging a chianti bottle and later 
an ax. Perhaps he thought that, by 
being in the trenches, he could 
exercise a little control over the 
production’s commander. But 
with Serban it’s a little like “How 
Do You Solve a Problem like 
Maria?” How do you hold a tor- 
nado in your hand? &

Norwegian tinder 


Trinity's reduced but rollicking Peer Gynt 
BY CAROLYN CLAY In a filthy Egyptian madhouse deep in the wilds 


of Ibsen’s fourth act, Peer Gynt is crowned “the Emperor of Self.” But 
at Trinity Repertory Company, Peer Gynt is a shadow of its Self. In this 


daring new adaptation by Tony- 
winning dramatist David Henry 
Hwang and Swiss director 
Stephan Miller, Ibsen’s unwieldy 
if thrilling five-hour fantasia of 
folklore, parable, philosophy, and 
dream becomes a_ two-and-a- 
quarter-hour ride on a winged 
horse with thundering hoofs and a 
winking eye. The adaptation is 
clever if sometimes flip and neces- 
sarily reductive. And Miiller’s ath- 
letic, stripped-down staging is 
very theatrical. But the play 
becomes less an epic circular jour- 
ney (“Go roundabout,” the great 
Boyg directs in Ibsen’s version) 
than a bang-up adventure that 
bleeds into a Freudian allegory. 
Ibsen’s 1867 dramatic poem is 
virtually unstageable as written, 
and it’s common to pare it down. 
(Ibsen himself suggested cutting 
the entire fourth act.) At Hartford 
Stage, in the early 90s, Richard 
Thomas starred in a fine produc- 
tion that used a then-new verse 
translation by Gary Bamman and 
Irene Berman. By _ contrast, 
Hwang & Miiller’s adaptation 
does not aspire to poetry; it’s 
rambunctious, filled with 
Americanisms and anachronisms. 
Some of the play’s mystery fig- 
ures are contemporized, with the 
Boyg becoming a lounge-lizard 
crooner who advises Peer to take 
“the easy way out.” Most effective

is the Strange Passenger of Peer’s 
journey home, in the silky person 
of Brian McEleney a smiling 
Noél-Coward-as-cancer, dress- 
ing-gowned and gliding on one 
roller blade.

Victim crime 


Porcelain is interesting but overwritten 
BY SCOTT T. CUMMINGS In the past few years, Chay Yew has 


been getting a lot of attention around the country as a promising 
young Asian-American playwright. Now, Boston audiences can get a 


sense of his work thanks to a 
solid SpeakEasy Stage Company 
production of his 1992 work 
Porcelain. 

When the theatrical folderol is 
stripped away, Porcelain boils 
down to what I sometimes call a 
theraplay, a confessional drama 
about a troubled soul who has 
committed a horrible crime and 
who is doggedly questioned by a 
caring priest, police detective, or 
psychiatrist, usually with issues of 
his own. Their talking-head ses- 
sions are relieved by flashbacks, 
fantasies, or other action 
sequences that take us into the 
protagonist’s mind or back before 
the crime until, eventually, past 
and present converge in a climac- 
tic outburst of the private truth 
behind the public facts. Think of 
Equus, or Agnes of God, or, for 
that matter, most episodes of 
NYPD Blue. 

The analysand in Porcelain is 
John Lee, a 19-year-old .gay man

of Chinese descent who would be 
headed to Cambridge University 
except that he’s killed his lover in 
the East London public lavatory 
where they first met a few months 
earlier. Yew uses this murder to 
depict the existential double jeop- 
ardy that traps any man like Lee, 
whose sexuality and race both 
make him the object of scorn and 
prejudice. Ironically, racism and 
homophobia do not bear all that 
directly on what turns out to be, 
at root, a crime of passion. 
Which is largely Yew’s point: 
young gay Chinese men want 


love (and can get violently pos- 
sessive about it) like anybody 
else. Do ignorance and intoler- 
ance create social conditions that 
contribute to such a crime? Of 
course they do. Does that make it 
a justifiable homicide? 

Yew, director Steven Maler, and 
SpeakEasy’s team of designers are 
skillful enough to bury this sim- 
plistic murderer-as-victim  senti- 
ment beneath a heap of images 
and symbols that make the ques- 
tion more of a plea for under- 
standing than an indictment of 
society. The floor, ramp, and 

















own Self and try to turn events 
around. This makes for a more 
modern and psychological take 
on Ibsen’s larger-than-life 
Norwegian ne’er-do-well. But by 
folding the play’s world-wander- 
ing fourth act into its fifth (in 
which Peer at last travels home), 
the adapters eliminate the possi- 
bility that Peer Gynt has died in 
the climactic scene in the mad- 
house and that what follows is, in 
essence, a deathbed experience. 

For those who are not Ibsen 
scholars: the first half of the play 
has Peer, the braggart antihero of 
a small Norwegian village, making 
the bed in which he then fails to 
lie. Heir to a tradition of story- 
telling and drink, he spends his 
time dreaming of death-defying 
reindeer rides and future great- 
ness. At a village wedding he 
meets Solveig, the woman whose 
pure faith and love will inspire him 
— but he runs off with the bride. 
An outlaw, he then flirts with 
trolls, unconsciously adopting 
their motto of “All I can be, | 
already am” and fathering a 
mutant child that will haunt him 
like original sin. Upon the death of 
his mother, Ase, Peer abandons 
Solveig and takes off to make his 
fortune, traveling the world in 
pursuit of wealth and desire until 
he discovers, too late, that in seek- 
ing self-realization he has lost it. 
In the play’s most famous scene, 
Peer peels an onion, looking for its 
core but finding nothing. “Just a 
hint of the old Gyntish flavor” is 
all that remains of himself. 

Miller and  Providence-to- 
Broadway set designer Eugene 
Lee have conspired to create a 
physical production in the best 
Trinity tradition: spare, rough- 
hewn, ingenious, and rowdy. 
Bright lights glare and, in a scene 
depicting a shipwreck, wildly 
swing. A wooden walkway, raised 
and lowered by ropes and pulleys, 
traverses the stage, with ladders 
at both ends. This allows Fred 
Sullivan Jr.’s energetic young 
Peer to skittle up and down like a 
mountain goat; later the walkway, 


equipped with a large wheel, 
serves as the bridge of the ship 
carrying Timothy Crowe's embit- 
tered old Peer home (his fourth- 
act adventures as a slave trader, 
false prophet, and asylum crasher 
are touched on in flashback). | 
don’t know why the production is 
so loud. Clearly it was a choice to 
have Peer, his fiercely adoring 
mother, and all the taunting vil- 
lagers shout. The folklorish wed- 
ding scene is like some thunder- 
ing Norwegian version of 
Riverdance. 

After intermission, the decibels 
decrease, though we lose Cynthia 
Strickland’s  glintingly unsenti- 
mental rendering of Ase; 
Strickland, too long absent from 
Trinity’s stage, teams with a 
pained if too-perky Sullivan to 
make Ase’s deathbed scene 
(played on a little wooden wagon) 
at once Beckettesque and sweet. 
The corrosive Crowe provides an 
effective counterpart to Sullivan’s 
blond and buoyant young Peer. 
And he makes the most of the 
onion monologue, pulling the 
unaccountably produced veg- 
etable apart with his hands. 

Hwang and Miiller take us ona 
hurtling, entertaining ride 
through the life of Peer Gynt. But 
there are bumps along with way, 
and the final destination is too 
unequivocally redemptive, both 
Peers caming to rest at Solveig’s 
knee as she — an insufficiently 
radiant Melinda Pinto — sere- 
nades them comfortingly. (More 
effective is the dissonant fiddle 
music by Kevin Fallon.) In this 
too-brief adaptation, the trolls, 
though vulgar, are more weird 
than repulsive; the important 
madhouse scene barely registers; 
and Peer’s adventure as a prophet 
duped by a foxy harem girl is 
amusingly but jarringly camped. 
(Asked by the wily Anitra what he 
wants, Sullivan’s Peer replies, “To 
play escaped-convict and the war- 
den’s wife.”) This is fun, but 
what's missing is the mythic and 
spiritual soul of Peer Gynt. It has 
become the core of the onion. @

upstage wall of Clint E.B. Ramos’s 
set suggest the tile patterns of an 
old public loo. Scattered about the 
stage space are dozens, maybe 
hundreds, of deep-red origami 
cranes that come to represent the 
splattered blood left by Lee’s six 
shots at close range. This image is 
also linked to a field of red poppies 
that is, in turn, linked to a 
Rorschach test used by the court- 
appointed criminal psychologist in 
assessing Lee’s sanity and motive. 

In text and production alike, 
the insistent association of gun- 
shots, inkblots, blood drops, and 
red poppies grows wearisome. 
Early on, in word and style, Yew’s 
play invokes the idea of patterns, 
of piecing images and evidence 
together to complete a picture 
and a story. But before it’s over, 
the play connects all the dots 
itself. The visual and verbal lyri- 


cism Yew seeks is undercut by 
being overdetermined.

A trucr version was the Lat 
Night with David Letterman 
appearance that Elvis Costello 
made with Bacharach himself last 
February to perform “God Give 
Me Strength,” the song they wrote 
for the Grace of My Heart sound 
track. It was fitting that these two 
should finally be on the same 
stage. Early in Costello's career, 
about the same time he con 
tributed a dark and dramatic vet 
sion of the Bacharach/Hal David 
“L Just Don't Know What To Do 
with Myself” to the Stuffs Live 
compilation, one writer described 
Costello's voice as “Dionne 
Warwick with fangs.” ‘Twenty 
years later, on Letterman, pos 
sessed of a voice that had matured 
into probably the finest in rock 
and roll, Costello looked nervous. 
Behind him, Bacharach sat at the 
piano, dressed in a sporty bluc 
blazer, chinos, and white oxfords, 
supremely relaxed, swaying to 
some weird private rhythm. 

Performing the number on his 
solo tour a few months earlier, 
Costello had dared himself to keep 
taking it to a higher dramatic peak. 
When the song finally climaxed, 
there was an overwhelming sense 
of relicf. The performance with 
Bacharach (included on the Live 


on Letterman CD) was just as 
stunning, though in a completely 
different way. Costello felt out the 
contours of the song as it pro- 
gressed. He began quictly, gath- 
ered the strength the song begs 
for, and then soared, before end- 
ing in a voice just above a whisper. 
He sang as if nothing mattered 
more to him at that moment than 
to be worthy of performing a song 
by Burt Bacharach. 

Even if “God Give Me 
Strength” is the only Bacharach 
composition in nearly 30 years 
that can hold a candle to the work 
he did with lyricist Hal David 
before their acrimonious break- 
up, this is the wrong time to call 
Burt Bacharach a relic. Three 
Bacharach tribute albums have 
been released in the last year: 
Great = Jewish Music Burt 
Bacharach (Vzadik), What the 
World Needs Now... (Big Deal), 
and a McCoy Tyner album on 
Verve. Two compilations are due 
out shortly on Varese: The Burt 
Bacharach Songbook and 
Broadway Sings Burt Bacharach. 
MCA has reissued the ‘60s staple 
Burt Bacharach Plays His Hits; a 
Broadway-bound musical based 
on Bacharach/David songs is 
about to debut in San Dicgo. 
There's the long-rumored box set 
of Bacharach hits done by the 
original artists. And he and

It’s unlikely any of this would be 
happening if Bacharach weren't 
part of the subterranean influences 
that are causing all sorts of unex- 
pected things to bubble to the sur- 
face in popular music right now. 
There’s no denying that much of 
the craze for lounge music and 
exotica is nothing more than a sort 
of camp superiority. But in the 
hands of people who genuinely 
care for them, soundtrack music, 
French pop, ambient music, space- 
age instrumentals, and all the 
other things that have been incor- 
porated into pop and dance music 
can function as the opposite of 
cool disengagement. 

Rock and roll is usually at its 
most interesting when artists and 
audiences aren't ashamed of 
what they like when they're 
willing to combine those influ- 
ences, all their quirky niches of 
taste, and see what results. Going 
back to music you heard and 
liked on the radio when you were 
a kid — maybe songs that your 
friends considered dorky but you 
always listened to when you were 
alone, maybe albums you filched 
from your folks — becomes a 
sort of test. What can that music 
yield up now? What can it be 
stretched to include? 

| loved the sound of Dionne 
Warwick singing “I Say a Little 
Prayer” when I was a kid. And | 
know there was no way | could 
have picked up on its meaning — 
the ordinary dignity of someone 
trying to hold on to something of 
herself in the workaday world, the 
lift that comes from feeling you 
have something in your life that 
separates you from the crowd — 
until | was out in that world. 
That’s what I hear now in 
Warwick's polished vocal, a nat- 
ural determination to conduct 
yourself with some sort of grace 
in the midst of what life throws at 
you. If that doesn’t qualify as rock 
and roll, then the term has no use. 

The songs of Burt Bacharach 
and Hal David made the rock 
charts, though the two didn't 
write “rock and roll” per se. Most 
of the hits the duo charted 
through the ‘60s were fully 
orchestrated, and though they 
were often championed as_ the 
antidote to the “noise” of rock 
and roll, they clearly didn’t belong 
to the Porter/Gershwin school of 
popular songwriting. The differ- 
ence, |. think, was sophistication. 
That's not to say _ that 
Bacharach/David numbers were 
crude, only that the two were 
consciously writing in a more 
ordinary vernacular.

Think of some of the people in 
these songs: the office girl in “I 
Say a Little Prayer,” the failed 
actor of “Do You Know the Way 
to San Jose,” the estranged 
spouse in “A House Is Not a 
Home.” There's no reason to like 
David’s attempt at “relevant” 
songwriting in “The Windows of 
the World” (it’s awful), but does 
any other Top 40 song from the 
late ‘60s even allude to the 
women whose boyfriends and 
husbands and fathers and sons 
were in Vietnam? These people 


aren't the clever sophisticates of 


Porter or Gershwin songs. Try as 
you might, you can't imagine the 
woman in “Trains and Boats and 
Planes,” who's pining for her 
lover to return from overscas, 
making the journey herself. She's 
anyone whose world is momen- 
tarily transformed into a romantic 
wonderland and who’s left behind 
in dimmed familiar surroundings 
when the spell wears off. That 
familiarity runs through these 
songs: “I walk along the city 
streets you used to walk along 
with me”; “Trains and boats and 
planes/Are passing by/They mean 
a trip/to Paris or Rome/For 
someone else/But not for me”; “I 
run for the bus, dear/While riding 
I think of us, dear.” 


The sources of joy and 
heartache in these songs are the 
most ordinary things. Think of 
the way, in the Shirelles’ “Baby, 
It's You” (written with Hal 
David's older brother Mack), 
Shirley Owens’s lead vocal always 
begins a beat later than you 
expect, and how her first line is as 
direct as if she were sitting next to 
you: “It’s not the way you smile 
that touched my heart.” (A word 
on Hal David's lyrics: he can be 
faulted for bad rhymes — “pneu- 
monia” with “phone ya” and 
perhaps tortured syntax, but 
nobody should be judged solcly 
by his worst work. A lyricist capa- 
ble of the dark terseness of “Walk 
On By” or the everyday cpipha- 
nics of “I Say a Little Prayer” 
deserves respect.) 

But if the lyrical settings were 
ordinary, the musical settings 
were always both lush and gor- 
gceously understated. Bacharach 
was the arranger and he and 





David the producers on many of 


the hit versions of their songs, a 
unique opportunity for a compos- 
er to determine how the public 
hears his compositions. The 
trademarks of Bacharach’s sound 
were those muted horns and 
string arrangements that emerged 


unobtrusively from the bottom of 


the mix. The effect, on dozens of 
mid-tempo ballads, was both 
haunting and lighter than air. 

Dionne Warwick was the per- 
fect singer for so many of these 
songs because of the melancholy 
ethereality of her voice. When 
Aretha sang “I Say a Little 
Prayer,” she wrestled it to carth, 
turned it into pop gospel. 
Warwick’s prayers seemed to be 
floating up to the vapors as soon 
as they left her mouth. Her collab- 
oration with Bacharach is the 
sound of romantic resignation. 
There’s no melodrama in these 
songs (with the exception of the 
proto-feminist “Don’t Make Me 
Over” and “A House Is Not a 
Home”) and because of that, no 
catharsis. The emotion is all 
implicit; the singer doesn’t even 
reveal herself fully to us: “If you 
sce me walking down the 
street/And I start fo cry/Each time 
we meet/Walk on by.” Heartache 
doesn't pour out in these numbers 
as it does in soul music. Rather, it 
settles over the singer like an over 
coat broken into the contours of 
wearer. It becomes part of the 
singer's social disguise, what hov- 
ers around her as she’s riding the 
bus or window-shopping on her 
lunch hour. 

In one scene in Moscow ont thre 
Hudson, Robin Williams, playing 
a Russian immigrant in New 
York, tells a friend about his for- 
mer life in Russia, “I loved my 
misery because it was mince. | 
could hold it, touch it.” That sug- 
gests something of the almost 
private nature of these perfor- 
mances. 

It may also explain why the 
recent music that best captures 
the spirit of Burt Bacharach isn’t 
on any of the tribute albums but 
on those of artists still assimilat- 
ing his influence, like Mono’s 
upcoming Formica Blues 
(Mercury; due February 24) and, 
most of all, lvy’s Apartment Life 
(Atlantic). Just as the music on 
Apartment Life keeps unfolding 
the more you listen, so its title 
seems to me as succinct, elo- 
quent, and allusive as any in 
recent memory. To those of us 
captivated by Bacharach’s music 
as a kid, Apartment Life might 
have stood for the chic city life we 
saw ourselves living when we lis- 
tened to his songs. As adults it 
could stand for reality that didn’t 
meet expectations, the texture of 
lives still lived like students years 
after leaving school, the struggle 
between romantic hope and 
diminished expectations. It’s an 
album in love with the promise of 
pop, wary of the price you pay for 
falling for it. 

Apartment Life is a direct 
descendant of Bacharach’s lush 
pop symphonies of regular people 
and familiar places. Listening to 
Bacharach, | sometimes hear his 
music as both a demonstration of 
what Noél Coward meant by “the 
potency of cheap music” and a 
refutation of the snottiness in 


those words. The meaning of 


Bacharach’'s music is that the most 


ordinary lives can be capable of 


the most aching cmotions. He 
knew there was no happiness, no 
misery, as unique and lush as your 
own. And he realized that it was 
one of the functions of pop music 
to make sure there was always 
something there to remind us. @

Heretix reunite; Roger Miller does Mission of Burma 


BY BRETT MILANO When Heretix hit the 


Middle East next Thursday for their first show 
in two and a half years, it’s likely to be that 
rare event: a friendly and civilized reunion 


show. They’ve got no lingering axes to bury 


and no lost ground to recover; they don’t even 


care about staying together long 
enough to record again. They just 
want to play one hot show, have 
some fun and go home. 

“We used to think that 
reunions were terrible, cmbar- 
rassing,” singer Ray Lemieux 
acknowledges. “If you'd asked us 
individually, we'd all say it was a 
bad idea. Some bands get togeth- 
er and play five reunion shows — 
good God, why? The honest truth 
is that | suddenly got phone calls 
from the other three guys, all in 
the same four days; and it became 
obvious that everybody was going 
to be in the city at the same time. 
So we thought, ‘This will be a 
blast, let’s do it.” We quit playing 
at a high point, and I don’t have a 
problem with going back in and 
busting out another great set.” 

“Reunions in general are pretty 
fuckin’ cheesy,” concurs bassist 
Mike Welsh, lately in Juliana 
Hatficld’s band. “Except for the 
Bags rcunion [two ycars ago]; that 
one blew my head off. And this is a 
reunion, there’s no way of getting 
around that word — but at Icast 
we're doing one big one instead of 
dragging it out. A lot of pcople 
think reunions are stupid, but who 
gives a shit. The fans and people 
who like our music can have a 
good time. People who think 
they’re stupid can stay home.” 

“We did enough as Heretix that 
we don’t need to be a band 
again,” adds guitarist Brian Hill, 
who moved back to Boston last 
week after two years in Hawaii 
and Los Angeles. “It’s better to 
just be friends and play one more 
time. This is a self-indulgent thing 
on our parts; if we weren't playing 
a show we'd probably be doing it 
in a garage somewhere. It’s like 
getting back together to play soft- 
ball with your buddies.” 

That’s surprisingly grown-up 
talk for Heretix, who had a bad- 
ass image during their heyday. It 
didn’t start off that way: the orig- 
inal Heretix were a_big-haired, 
well-behaved outfit with a melod- 
ic, quasi-English sound and a 
preference for weighty lyrics. This 
was their major-label period, 
when they released the AD EP 
and the Gods & Gangsters album 
(both on Island and out of the 
catalogue) and represented the 
more commercial face of local 
rock. But things changed around 
the time Welsh joined as bassist, 
in 1993: they got louder and nas- 
tier, ditching the acoustic guitars 

and the sensitivity and refusing to 
play any of their oldies. Some 
fans were put off by the new 
direction, but new ones came 
along and the band won over 
some local critics for the first 
time. The third and last album, 
The Adventures of Super Devil (on 
CherryDisc), was their best by a 
long shot — opening with the 
minor classic “Liquid California,” 
which wished death-by-flooding 
on the entire state. 


Around this time the band’s 
behavior got a lot more freewheel- 
ing. Lemieux’s moment of glory 
had to be the night he tackled ex- 
Monkee Davy Jones on stage dur- 
ing the latter's embarrassing 
comeback set at the Middle East 
— just because somebody had to 
do it. “We'd do the things that 
people wished they could do,” he 
notes. “We'd get in trouble for 
them, we'd drink too much, hang 
from the pipes and make a mess.” 
As for the Davy Jones incident, 
“Maybe I've grown up a little, I’m 
temporarily respectable now. But 
if you put me in the same situa- 
tion, | can’t say | wouldn't do it 
again.” In later days a few musical 
tensions surfaced between 
Lemieux, who wanted to reintro- 
duce pop melody, and Hill, who 
wanted to get even louder. A final 
EP, which Hill says includes some 
of their best songs, was recorded 
but never released. But though 
the band floundered a bit in their 
last months, they played their 
final show, in June 1995, before 
they'd lost their audience or fallen 
out with one another. 

The group’s members cased 
right into grown-up life after- 
ward. Only Welsh, who was just 
21 when he joined the band, 
stayed rowdy and rocking: before 
joining Hatfield he formed the 
glam-metal outfit Jocobono with 
Seka’s Billy O'Malley and 
Orangutang’s Todd Perlmutter 
and their big sisters’ wardrobes 
(though they've been quiet lately, 


Jocobono plan to make their sec- 
ond album this year). But 
Lemicux played only a few solo 
shows before leaving the clubs 
and going into the restaurant biz; 
he now manages two branches of 
Figs. And Hill became a full-time 
chef, working in New Orleans 
and Hawaii before hitting Los 
Angeles — despite the sentiments 
of “Liquid California,” he's an 
avid surfer. Drummer Marvin 
Huffman went to New York, 
where he remains at this writing 
— though he plans to join the 
band this week for a couple days 
of intensive rehearsal. 

The reunion show will mark the 
first time they've played songs 
from both phases of the band, 
including oldics like “Heart 
Attack” and “Fire Drops” that 
were never done during Welsh’s 
tenure. Since there's nothing to 
prove, they'll concentrate on giv- 
ing people what they want. “It will 
be as true to the records as we can 
make it, except that the haircuts 
won't be there,” Lemicux says. 
No matter how weil it goes, how- 
ever, this will be the first and only 
Heretix reunion. “I think about 
bands who were big and then 
broke up — that must be a hard 
thing to get over, like being a 
junkic,” Hill ponders. “But | 
don’t think we ever had it that 
way. We did so much and played 
so many times that it just wore 
out after a while. It would be lame 
if we stayed together now; even 
our fans would be Ict down by 
that. It would be real fresh and 
exciting — for about a week.” 


MILLER DOES - BURMA. 
Tonight (Thursday the 12th) at 
the Middle East, Roger Miller will 
support new music by playing 
some old music. The eclectic gui- 
tarist/pianist is part of a benefit 
show (with Saturnalia, Mile 
Wide, Neptune, and Andrew 
Neumann) to support The Boston 
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Underbelly, a compilation of 
avant-rock that will launch the 
new Sublingual label. For the first 
time in a few years he'll play gui- 
tar instead of piano — and for the 
first time since 1983, he'll play a 
mini-set’s worth of songs by his 
old band, Burma 
Expect Burma gems “Einstein's 
Day” and “Fun World” to be in 
the line-up, newly arranged for 
guitar and string trio. 

“It won't be a Burma reunion, 
that’s important to note.” Millet 
explains. “But these aren't lounge 
versions: we'll be playing these 
things full-throttle.” 

Miller 
songs here and there (his early 
‘90s band No Man did “This Is 
Not a Photograph”), but he’s usu 
ally preferred to keep a safe dis- 
tance. “Right,” he admits, “but this 
is inherently so different. | don't 
have any plans to do this again and 
| would never have donc it at all, 
but | wanted to do something 
interesting that would draw atten- 
tion to the compilation.” 

The CD was dreamed up by 
Miller and Saturnalia] member 
Jonathan LaMaster. Devoted to 
the fringe/experimental side of 
local music, and due for release 
next month, it features the acts 
you can sec tonight at the Middle 
East along with Male Slut, alias 
Sonic Youth guitarist Thurston 
Moore (who's about to become 
semi-local, he and Kim 
Gordon just purchased a house in 
Northampton). 

“My aesthetic is that we don’t 
necd another compilation of 
alternative-rock bands,” Miller 
says. “But there's tons of improv 
bands out there who aren't get- 
ting captured, so Ict’s bring them 
out to be seen.” 

LaMaster plans to release 
albums by other Iecft-of-center 
bands including his own 
Saturnalia, who mix strings and

improvs. “lL want to work with 
people who are in the margins. | 
don't know if it has to do with the 
millennium, but people are get- 
ting tired of the same old thing.” 


Miller has seesawed between 
rock and experimental music over 
the years, and he's now perched 
somewhere in the middle: his cur- 
rent outfit, Binary System, is a 
plano/drums duo with former 
Concussion Ensemble member 
Larry Dersh. Although a jazz pro- 
ject on the surface, it has an 
aggressive quality that harks back 
to his rock days. It’s a pleasure to 
hear Miller play with a live drum 
mer, especially an inventive one 
like Dersh, instead of the rhythm 
machines he’s favored lately. “I 
think if it as Sun Ra and Cecil 
Taylor having a beer while listen- 
ing to Mission of Burma. It takes 
all my excessive brain energy as a 
composer, and it’s real physical, 
so my gut level is satisfied.” 

Meanwhile the Burma legend 
goes on: the forthcoming Tommy 
Keene album = /solation Party 
(Matador) includes a version of 
“Einstein's Day,” the second 
major Burma cover to appear 
over the past year. And unlike the 
Moby cover of “That's When | 
Reach for My Revolver,” this one 
gets Miller's thumbs-up. “He put 
this insane guitar thing over the 
last chorus, this apocalyptic siren 
riff. The rest of the song was pret- 
ty good, but that part really made 
it forme.” 


CROWNS SIGNED. Good

prise and variety, and it’s all cloaked in 
the smoke and muscle of Wilson’s pli- 
ant, attractive contralto. The grooves 
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are subdued, but they're there. 
Personally, though, when I listen to a 
Wilson disc, | find my attention drift- 
ing. Velocity rarely exceeds mid tempo, 
and the octave-leaping feats of other 
singers are dispensed with in favor of 
her commanding misterioso deep-reg- 
ister incantations. The zonked affect of 
Chet Baker comes across like Placido 
Domingo by comparison. 

At Berklee, however, Wilson creat- 
ed dramatic peaks and_ valleys. 
Working with a piano trio plus gui- 
tarist, she entered on the — for her — 
speedy workout of “Surrey with the 
Fringe on Top.” Rushing ahead of the 
beat, falling back, lingering on a sylla- 
ble to stretch it over several notes, she 
made the song all movement. The 
moods were as quicksilver as the 
phrases that melted into one another 
— hesitation and headlong impulsive- 
ness, seduction and coy restraint — 
and pianist Eric Lewis matched her 
shifting beats with answering chords. 

Wilson augmented the music with 
body English — “playing” her vocals by 
flapping her hand at her side (a varia- 
tion on air guitar?), hanging her head 
and tossing her dreadlocks with the 
beat, or otherwise making her own 
physical commentary on the instrumen- 
tal passages. During Carmichael’s “Old 
Devil Moon” she mimed tossing the 
solo, football style, from pianist Lewis 
to guitarist Marvin Sewell on the other 
side of the stage. Elsewhere the band 
worked up the music — a pummeling 
piano solo that brought the crowd to its 
feet, a screaming electric-guitar solo 
that leaned toward blues rock.

Wilson’s phrasing and variety of 
attack also came into sharper focus at 
Berklee. Vowels snapped with a hard, 
glottal twang, or disappeared into 
dark, cavernous chest tones. When 
she sang “he comes ‘round” on 

“Round Midnight,” the vowel in 
“comes” shaped itself ‘round Lonnie 
Plaxico’s bowed bass. On Johnson's 
“Come On in My Kitchen,” Sewell’s 
acoustic slide guitar slithered while 
Wilson scatted and played with the 
word “rain,” inviting her lover in. 
Arrangement touches like this also 
shaped each piece with a loose sense 
of beginning, middle, and end. 
Wilson’s romantic vow “Until” ended 
with a fading gliss from Plaxico. And, 


most dramatically, on the encore of 


the Billie Holiday—associated lament 
on a Southern lynching, “Strange 
Fruit,” the band pulled out to let 
Wilson sing “It is a strange and bitter 
crop,” the last word hanging and 
twisting in the air. Bass and guitar 
then came in with a dramatic rush, 
like a ghost.

BOSS HOG: 
BLUES EXPLOSIONS 


“C'mon baby!” urged guitarist Jon 
Spencer in his best Big Bopper voice 
during the second song of his band’s 
set Friday night at the Middle East. 
“Let's do it right now!” And then, with 
his garage fuzz guitar spewing partly 
digested blues chunks all over a 
revved-up punkabilly backbeat and his 
eyes darting back and forth between 
his lingerie-and-stockings-clad wife, 
Cristina Martinez, to his left and the 
sweaty congregation below, he deliv- 
ered the snake-oil pitch to the club’s 
packed downstairs room: “Ladies and 
gentlemen, it’s Boss Hog from New 
York City! Yeeyah!” 

The introduction was a mere for- 
mality: this was Boss Hog, Jon 
Spencer’s other Blues Explosion. No 
hard sell necessary in front of the 
eager Middle East crowd. Especially 
since it’s been a year or so since 
Spencer and his wife, along with 
drummer Hollis Queens and bassist 
Jens Jurgensen, have taken the band 
on the road. They had their reasons: 
Spencer was busy bringing home the 
bacon with the Blues Explosion, and 
Martinez was having a kid (though 
you wouldn't know it to look at her 
now). But hey, it’s almost time for 
Boss Hog to deliver their next album 
to the folks at DGC — the last one, 
Boss Hog (DGC), came out more than 
two years ago — so Martinez and 


Spencer know they'd better whip the 
band back into shape with a show or 
two and test out some new material 
while they're at it. Which is what last 
Friday's show was all about. 

Joined -by an organ/keyboard player 
schooled in every ‘60s R&B cliché in 
the book, Boss Hog powered through a 
fast and furious 17-song set in, oh, a 
little over a half an hour, as well as a 
four-tune encore that added another 
10 minutes or so to the tally. They 
kicked things off with the stop-and- 
start, call-and-response grunge-a-boo- 
gie of “Green Shirt,” from the 1995 
disc. And they peppered the set with a 
few other familiar oldies: “Ski Bunny,” 
its “Ski bunny/Suicide” refrain taking 
on an odd sort of relevance in light of 
this winter’s celebrity slope dcaths 
(though | was thinking more about 
how the line “One, two/Fuck school” is 
going to go down around the Spencer 
household a couple of years from 
now); the salacious honey-dripping 
blooze buzz and moan of “Bechive”; 
and the old-school punk blast of 
“Winn Coma.” But they reserved 
roughly half the set for test-driving new 
material — which didn’t actually 
sound all that different from the old. 

It also didn’t sound all that different 
from Spencer’s other band, the Blues 
Explosion, particularly when 
Jurgensen traded his bass for a guitar. 
(The Blues Explosion’s instrumenta- 
tion: two guitars, drums, no bass.) 
More and more, it would seem, Boss 
Hog have become an extension of 
Spencer’s work with the Explosion, 
his chance to indulge in a little Ike- 
and-Tina-style back-and-forth with 
his wife. Hell, they even do a pretty 
good cover of Ike’s “I Idolize You,” 
though Jon's “I Dig You,” with its cat- 
calling white-trashabilly versifying (“1 
dig your groovy hips/I dig your barbe- 
cued lips . yeah, send me some 
money”), is more to the point. 

The only problem with that particu- 
lar analogy is that Martinez ain't no 
Tina Turner. Indeed, when Boss Hog 
ended their encore with “I Dig You,” 
it was hard not to notice how remark- 
ably unencumbered Martinez is by 
any tangible sort of musical talent: she 
can't sing, she doesn’t dance or even 
move very well, and she don’t play no 
instrument. Yet to her credit, she 
comes off as self-aware, cognizant of 
her limitations, even surprised to be 
getting away with “fronting” a band 
on such flimsy musical grounds. And 
her husband clearly has enough blues 
explosions up his sharkskin sleeve to 
power two bands, so what the hell? 
After all, it's only rock and roll.

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As Is 


Ani DiFranco remains a maverick 
BY JOAN ANDERMAN Much has been made of the metaphorical 


middle finger Ani DiFranco gleefully extends to the fawning record- 


company executives who have courted her through the years, and 


legitimately so. The absence of a 
stoking 
machine is 


corporate clite 
DiFranco’s music 
fundamental to her creative lati- 
tude. Every hip-hop folk rave, 
cach spoken-word jazz mani- 
festo, the catalogue of kamikaze 
guitar chording and fuck-you 
poctry and bloody sweet melodies 

it's all the product of her 
fiercely independent artistic 
vision. But even more carth- 
shaking is the sense that 
DiFranco herself has removed 
every filter between her emotion- 
al life and her songs, and that’s 
what lifts the material from com- 
pelling music to exhilarating art. 
Adventurous and beautiful as her 
folk/punk/pop fusion is, it’s the 
brave woman who spews them 
forth that draws you in. 

Little Plastic Castle — released 
on DiFranco’s own Buffalo- 
hometown label, Righteous Babe 
Records, and due in stores this 
Tuesday — is no great departure 
from the 10 albums she’s put out 


over the past eight years. In an 
artist as sharp and searching as 
DiFranco, consistency is a virtue. 
Little Plastic Castile distinguishes 
itself, however, by matching the 
force of her live performances 
more closely than any of her pre- 
vious studio-recorded works, 
where flimsy production and the 
comparatively static studio envi- 
ronment have diluted her potency. 

It's an irony of DiFranco’s 
career that the qualities that have 
moved fans and many critics to 
canonize her — _ outspoken 
abhorrence of commercial greed, 
frank sexuality, painstaking intro- 
spection, and a sort of poctry- 
slam-style medley of humor, 
anger, and vulnerability — don’t 
jive well with the notion (and 
attendant scrutiny) of being an 
icon in the popular culture. Here 
she wastes no time in her ongoing 
effort to distance herself from the 
media-fueled Ani mythology. On 
the title track she sings: “People 
talk/About my image/Like | come

includes the single 


“She Cries Your Name” 


in two dimensions/Like lipstick is 
a sign of my declining mind/Like 
what | happen to be wearing/The 
day that someone takes a_pic- 
ture/Is a new statement for all of 
womankind.” That DiFranco 
hears sprightly, ska-flavored 
horns and a perky “yee-haw” as 
the defining mood for her anti- 
hero message is not, to the initiat- 
ed ear, a surprise 

Performance art is. a dated 
descriptive in the free-wheeling 
90s, but DiFranco co-opts the 
fundamental tenets of that form 
no rules, no boundaries, big ideas 

— with fluid, unselfconscious 
grace. On “Fucl,” a gently mini- 
malist two-chord riff is the bare 
stage on which she raps, cackles, 
groans, and hyperventilates a lyric 
that spans political corruption, 
media ineptitude, vapid art, and 
the moral void. “Deep Dish” push- 
es even farther, and not altogether 
successfully, at the proverbial edge 
with good-natured gangster disco

tone and embellished with a free- 
verse poetry break and dance-floor 
incantations. The point, daring 
though it may be, is not casily 
taken. 

DiFranco stretches to the point 
where only her omnipresent 
acoustic guitar keeps the term 
“folk” at all applicable. She pulls 
and rubs her strings as if they 
were the faithless lover she can’t 
turn away from in “Gravel”; she 
sculpts a rhythmic whirlwind to 
mirror an unfathomable friend- 
ship in the cbbing, flowing 
“Loom.” On “Swan Dive,” the 
darkest and most unsettling song 


here, she scratches out 
harsh little figures in flip- 
flopping meters _ that 
punctuate images of sex 
and suicide. There's not a 
guitar solo to be heard 
though she’s an able, 
inventive player. She's 
more inclined to use 
those six strings to build 
kinetic musical timbres 
that echo often bril 
liantly — the songs’ emo- 
tional timbres. 

There are stumbles, too. 
“Glass House” is an over- 
wrought, pedestrian 
rocker with dangerous- 
sounding changes and a 
half-whispered, half- 
wailed vocal that would 
be more at home on a 
Melissa Etheridge album. 
For the antidote, cut to 
“Pulse,” a jazzy, clastic 
rap that stretches on for 
14 minutes. Or to “As Is,” 
a plainspoken ballad in 
which DiFranco tiptocs 
through landmines of lies 
and deception (if there's a 
recurring theme on this album, 
it's the beloved fuck-up) and 
comes out oddly, hearteningly tri- 
umphant: “I got no_ illusions 
about you/Guess what/I never 
did/When | said/When | said I'll 
take it/1 meant/I meant as is.” 

Herein lies the heart of Ani 
DiFranco’s great appeal: she sees 
the world through clear, dry cycs 
and plays it as it lays. The result is 
a riveting mass of contradictions, 
the mess of life distilled into onc 
more handful of songs — breath- 
taking for their soul-baring inti- 
macy as much as for their maver- 
ick universality. a

celebrating their 25th anniversary as a performing team, blew into 


Jordan Hall a couple weeks ago 
for their seventh Celebrity Series 
recital of American songs. 
Whether they’re doing standards 
we all know the words to or Tin 
Pan Alley ballads and show tunes 
we've never dreamed existed, 
rolling us in the aisles or breaking 
our hearts, no two performers are 
more fun than B&M_ when 
they’re “on.” 

Their opening uptempo version 
of Irving Berlin’s “I Love a Piano” 
(“So you can keep your fiddle, 
and your bow./Give me a p-i-a-n- 
o-oh-oh!”) had me_ worried. 
Morris seemed rushed and 
breathless, her operetta-ish sweet- 
ness turned brassy (or steely) and 
inflexible. She could still slip easi- 
ly into an appealing head tone, 
and she eyed the piano hilariously, 
but the continual changes of regis- 
ter — like yodeling — were 
uncomfortably effortful. 

But soon her voice settled. The 
fourth number, Paul Dresser’s 
“On the Banks of the Wabash, Far 


Away” (1897), allowed her to 
nestle into a delicate upper regis- 
ter that was as much aglow with 
nostalgia as it was on her first 
recording — the now classic After 
the Ball — in 1974. 

The interplay of patter and 
singing was as lively as ever. 
Bolcom told us, for instance, that 
Dresser’s brother, Theodore 
Dreiser, later took credit for writ- 
ing these lyrics. And that George 
Gershwin and Vincent Youmans, 
who was born two days later, 
called each other Pop and Junior. 

The comic numbers were deli- 
cious. Jerome Kern & PG. 
Wodehouse’s “Cleopatterer,” 
from Leave It to Jane (1917), 
expressed a bookish American 
girl’s envy of the seductive powers 
of the Serpent of the Nile, com- 
plete with “Egyptian” arm ges- 
tures. “Lydia, the Tattooed Lady” 
(“She had eyes that men adore 
so/And a torso even more so”), 
written by Harold Arlen and “Yip” 
Harburg for Groucho Marx in 


Gite HE ate Peitay i¢ jee 


1939 (same year they wrote the 
score for The Wizard of Oz), gave 
Morris a chance to show off her 
slyly perfect diction. And in “Billy” 
(“When I dine, I always dine with 
Billy,/He takes me where I get my 
fill./And when I sleep,/And when I 
sleep,/I always [pause] dream of 
Bill”), her timing demonstrated 
that pre-World War I Americans 
had minds just as naughty as ours. 

While Morris changed her 
gown, Bolcom played Scott 
Joplin’s “Maple Leaf Rag,” 
reminding us of his central partic- 
ipation in Joplin’s rediscovery. He 
also introduced most of us to a 
couple of salon dances with sexy 
rubato by the turn-of-the-century 
Venezuelan composer Ram6n 
Delgado Palacios. Back together 
again, they did some of the ironic 
cabaret songs Bolcom wrote with 
his frequent collaborator, play- 
wright Arnold Weinstein, includ- 
ing the Boston 
“Blue,” the moodiest and least 
labored of them. 
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Tomsic’s playing was worthy of Keats. 


But the very best numbers were 
the ones that let Morris dance 
across the high wire that bridges 
American pop.music and serious 
art songs. Kay Swift & James 
Warburg’s poignant, sardonic 
“Can’t We Be Friends?” (what 
“he” says when he wants to break 
off the relationship with “her”). 
Rodgers & Hart’s cynical, witty, 
and still steamy “Bewitched” 
(“Vexed again,/ Perplexed 
again,/Thank God I can be over- 
sexed again”). Or the last of the 
encores, Irving Berlin’s ominous 
pre-war “Let’s Face the Music 
and Dance” (“There may be trou- 
ble ahead”). 

With Bolcom’s _ insinuating 
accompaniment, Morris turned 
these songs — all of them smack 
in the center of her voice — into 
complicated emotional mono- 
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logues,. in which the jokes 
get deeply, chillingly 
under the skin. After luxu- 
riating in the easy virtue of 
“Bewitched,” she ended 
with the verse that comes 
after the affair has gone 
kaput (“Romance, finis! 
My chance, finis!/Those 
ants that invaded my 
pants, finis!”), revealing a 
heart sorer than she could 
have anticipated. No one 
understood failed love bet- 
ter than Hart, and no one 
understands Hart better 
than Morris. 


“WE DID THIS only for 
my sister and Mr. 
Krasner,” announced the 
legendary octogenarian 
violinist Felix Galimir 
after the program at 
Sanders Theatre last 
Saturday honoring the memories 
of the legendary Louis Krasner, 
who commissioned, among 
countless other works, and played 
the world premiere of the Berg 
Violin Concerto (he died in 1995, 
at 92), and his legendary wife, the 
violinist and teacher Adrienne 
Galimir Krasner (who died last 
year). 

“This” was a concert sponsored 
by Harvard and the Chamber 
Music Society of Minnesota 
(founded by Krasner when he was 
concertmaster of the Minneapolis 
Orchestra), in which Galimir and 
pianist Gilbert Kalish (the recent- 
ly resigned director of the 
Tanglewood Music Center) 
played the heavenly Schubert 
Duo and Juilliard Quartet cellist 
Joel Krosnick and Kalish played 
the five-movement A Life, 
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Ernst Bacon, the late chair of the Syracuse 
University Music Department, where the 
Krasners taught for 23 years before they 
came to Boston. Bacon spent 30 years 
writing, then rewriting this piece about his 
son, who died at 20 in a skiing accident. 
The opening has a dark Schubertian beau- 
ty, and parts are academically well made, 
but parts are just corn (“Try the shashlik,” 
a neighboring whisper suggested during 
the “Love” movement). “This isn’t Louis’s 
kind of music,” Krosnick said in his intro- 
ductory remarks, “but I’m sure he’d have a 
lot to say to me about it. I wish he were 
here to hear it.” After intermission, Galimir 
returned to play first violin in the sublime, 
elegiac Mozart C-minor Quintet, with 
Krosnick, violinist Young-Nam Kim, and 
violists Samuel Rhodes (also from the 
Juilliard) and Susan Chisholm. 

Under the circumstances, these perfor- 
mances were perhaps not meant for review, 
but let it be said that Galimir, who with 
Adrienne and their two older sisters formed 
the Galimir Quartet in 1927, was the intel- 
lectual and emotional center of the quintet 
and can still produce an elegant, floating, 
sweet tone that takes one back to the great 
days of chamber playing, and that other 
string players could envy. 

The performance was preceded by a 
men-only panel discussion chaired by 
Harvard musicologist Reinhold Brinkmann 
with Krosnick, Kalish, former Tanglewood 
Music Center administrator Richard 
Ortner, cellist and former NEC president 
Laurence Lesser, and Boston Globe music 
critic Richard Dyer sharing their memories 
of the Krasners. “Louis couldn’t stand bor- 
ing music,” Lesser said. “If you had 
enough facility to play in your sleep,” 
Krosnick added, “Louis didn’t regard that 
as an advantage.” Krasner used to say, 
Kalish quoted, that there’s not a note in 
music that doesn’t matter. “They lived in a 
perpetual present,” Dyer said, “and they 
were delighted by it. They are the only peo- 
ple I know who went to as many concerts 
as I did.” He told an extraordinary story of 
Adrienne complaining about Schoenberg 
wanting to visit his dying wife so that he 
could paint her deathbed portrait. 
“Schrecklich!” exclaimed Adrienne before 
producing the portrait from her closet. 

Brinkmann provided the chilling back- 
ground for the photo in the program taken 
at a rehearsal for the Vienna premiere of 
the Berg Concerto, in October of 1936, 
with Krasner, conductor Otto Klemperer, 
and concertmaster Arnold Rosé, who had 
come out of retirement just to play that 
performance. The week before, the mem- 
bers of the Vienna Philharmonic, caving in 
to National Socialist disapproval of this 
“decadent” music, voted to cancel the con- 
certo, but they gave in when Klemperer 
threatened to resign. At the concert, 
immediately after the last note of the con- 
certo, everyone except Krasner, 
Klemperer, and Rose — all three Jewish 
— got up and left the stage. The major 
qualities attributed to Krasner by the com- 
poser Howard Boatwright (the retired 
dean of the Syracuse School of Music, 
who spoke from the audience) were “fore- 
sight and courage.”

It occurred to me that with both Ortner 
and Kalish on the panel, there was a buried 
subtext, vis-a-vis Krasner’s longstanding 
relationship with the Tanglewood Music 
Center. Would the new administration, in 
favor of which Seiji Ozawa had Ortner 
removed, an act that in turn led to the res- 
ignations of Kalish and pianist Leon 
Fleisher, have the courage and foresight to 
take on — or keep on — an idealistic and 
outspoken musician like Krasner? 
Assuming there’s anyone left in the world 
of music like him... 





THE PROGRAM DUBRAVKA TOMSIC 
played at her overdue return to Symphony 
Hall (it’s been two years) last Sunday put 
me in mind of Keats’s famous “negative 
capability” letter, in which he writes about 
the human capacity to remain in a state of 
“uncertainties, Mysteries, doubts, without 
any irritable reaching after fact & reason.” 
All but one of the works Tomsic performed 
had this shadowy quality. Beethoven’s mer- 
curial G-major Sonata, Opus 31 No. 1, 
with its teasing syncopations and shifty 
dynamic changes, its trills and rumblings, 
its suddenly isolated fragments and abrupt, 
tweaking conclusion. The _ three 
diaphanous pieces of Debussy’s second 
book of Images (especially Cloches a tra- 
vers les feuilles — “Bells through the 
Leaves” — with its layers upon layers of 
church bells emerging through muffling 
trees until we are completely surrounded by 
the tolling) and Lisle joyeuse (the only 
piece on the program she’s played here 
before), with its crowded exhilaration and 
festive anticipation (which does not pre- 
clude terror) as we approach the Island of 
Love. And the seven late capriccios and 
intermezzos of Brahms’s Opus 116 
Fantasies, with their nervous confronta- 
tions and melancholy resignations, their 
embrace of possibilities rather than certain- 
ties, and the central, heavenly lullaby that 
comforts the child (us!) while remaining 
unsentimentally aware of what dangers the 
world has in store. 

You could hear all this in Tomsic’s mag- 
nificent playing: her complex yet unflag- 
ging sense of rhythm, her brilliantly clear 
yet unselfconscious touch, her phenomenal 
control that is also phenomenal power and 
phenomenal honesty. She lets the music 
pour through her yet hardly moves any- 
thing except her fingers. 

The grand — and more conclusive — 
conclusion was Brahms’s Paganini 
Variations, Book II. Tomsic never lost 
sight of the great tune, despite all its dis- 
guises, and though questions and qualifi- 
cations arose, there was finally an unam- 
biguous sense of celebration. The loving, 
glistening fourth-variation waltz was a 
particular treat. 

She followed two hair-raising encores (a 
Liszt Transcendental Etude and Chopin’s 
C-sharp-minor Etude) with the exquisite 
Siloti arrangement of Bach’s Prelude in B 
minor, further arranged by Emil Gilels. 
She’s done it here before, but never with 
more heartstopping delicacy and heart-eas- 
ing grace. This might have been my 
favorite of all her concerts — but don’t I 
say that every time I hear her? a

just aren't listening to enough Billy Bang. 


Free Billy 


Mr. Bang bangs on 
BY ED HAZELL Conservative commentators on jazz 


would have you believe that the triumph of the blues, the 


ecstasy of gospel, and the celebration of swing have been 


lost in free jazz. They don’t listen to 
cnough Billy Bang. Grounded in the 
bedrock of African-American music, 
Bang’s sonic explorations on violin were a 
signature of the New York avant-garde 
jazz world of the ‘80s. And his nearly com- 
plete absence from the realm of recorded 
music since his 1991 Tribute to Stuff Smith 
(Soul Note) with Sun Ra has been a major 
loss. But he’s back with two new 
releases that rank alongside the best of his 
carlicr work — a album, 
Commandment (No More Records), and a 
quartet outing featuring impressive young 
Canadian pianist D.D. Jackson titled Bang 
On! (Justin Time). 

Born William Walker, Bang first made 
waves in the carly ‘80s as a founding mem- 
ber of the String Trio of New York, in 
which his raw sound, anarchic drive, and 
down-home feeling counterbalanced the 
more academic extremes of guitarist James 
Emery and bassist John Lindberg. As a 
leader, most notably on The Fire from 
Within, Rainbow Gladiator, and Valve No. 
10 (all on Soul Note), he combined a reck- 
less swing with the free-jazz melodicism 
and a mile-wide romantic streak. Although 
not a virtuoso in a classical sense (too 
much refinement would work against the 
earthiness of his concept), he commands a 
wide range of advanced techniques, from 
bluesy moans to percussive clucks and 
scrapes that push his solos away from 
tonality and then launch into realms of 
pure sound and rhythm. It all gives the 
music a heady sense of freedom and risk. 

Bang always seems liberated by the 
unaccompanied solo: his previous solo 
disc, 1979's Distinction Without a 
Difference (hatHut), was one of his most 
consistently adventurous outings. On 
Commandment — which was recorded live 
in a loft and inspired by the sculpture of 
artist Alian Kirilli — his freest solo flights 
are grounded in the blues and his Baptist 
upbringing. Sometimes simplicity is Bang’s

Chariot,” he wrings unforeseen deep emo- 
tions out of a handful of variations on the 
melody. On the other hand, “They Plan To 
Leave,” a straightforward, lilting melody by 
Sun Ra, inspires some of the most baroque 
and abstract playing of the set. Bang is 
adept at blending his lyrical side and his 
frenzied textural playing in a single perfor- 
mance. He moves through the entire spec- 
trum on “Daydreams” and “Pieta,” making 
a persuasive case for the continuity of 
African-American music, from farm houses 
on the Delta to art galleries in New York. 

Bang changes direction freely on 
Commandment, lingering over details for 
as long as he pleases, investigating subtle 
textures and sounds that would be lost if 
other instruments were involved. But he 
also loves a groove, and on Bang On! he’s 
got a powerful rhythm section including 
pianist Jackson, bassist Akira Ando, and 
drummer Ronnie Burrage to propel him. 

In a band, Bang’s trills and smears tug 
against the beat to create tension while his 
surging lines ride it with an effortless élan. 

‘Bama Swing” and .an_ uptempo 
“Yesterdays” seesaw between his expansive 
reinforcement of the groove and his need to 
mess it up a bit. On “Three Faces of Eve,” 
an Afro-Latin funk original, he escapes 
melody and harmony into sheer sound and 
rhythm, using his hot, gritty tone and per- 
cussive attack to create excitement. But his 
gift for sweet melodic invention is fully dis- 
played on a gently singing “They Plan To 
Leave” — a sharp contrast to the fireworks 
of his solo version on Commandment. 

The highlight of Bang On! is “Spirits 
Entcring,” a high-energy explosion in 
which Jackson's two-fisted tone clusters 
provide a rocky underpinning to one of 
Bang’s most beautifully rendered textural 
solos. It’s a performance in which joy con- 
tends with sorrow and cmerges tri- 
umphant. It’s a story told in the accents of 
the blues and gospel and in the language of 
modern jazz. And it’s a story Billy Bang 
knows: how to tell with the best of them.

Silkworm have two 
simultaneous dynamics: they're a 
writerly band marked by meticu 
lous songcraft and thoughtful 
unconventional lyrics; and they're a 
piledriving guitar-rock machine with 
a dark, heavy, dense attack 
Sometimes the words get buried in

This double CD is a collection of

Home have now 
put out 13 albums since 1992. On

THE SCORE (Atlantic). Like the 
film itself, Patrick Doyle's score is 
slick, shallow, and occasionally 
haunting.

Reminiscent of the guitarist's 
remarkable trio work with Ginger 
Baker and Charlie Haden, the 15- 
track Gone, Just like a Train glides 
along on almost-telepathic interac- 
tion. That helps the CD maintain its 
rhythmic groove and melodic focus 
despite playing hopscotch with 
styles — from crowing Chicago 
blues to lazy lullabies, from post- 
fusion jugband jazz to claustropho- 
bic ambient tensions. Sinewy rock 
vet Jim Keltner (Lennon, Dylan, 
Clapton) and Alison's bassist broth- 
er Viktor Krauss (Lyle Lovett) sup- 
port the push-pull dynamic of 
Frisell's watery C&E (country-and- 
Eastern) clusters, as all three play- 
ers explore unpredictable textural 
combinations. The nimble Krauss, 
who pumped the low end on 
Frisell’s 1997 CD Nashville, maneu- 
vers his upright bass as if it were an 
electric. His pouncing riff on 
“Lookout for Hope” sparks Frisell’s 
shimmering, out-from-the-clouds 
volleys against Keltner's crunching 
swing before easing the eerie 10- 
minute epic back into the haze. The 
rest of Gone boasts similar charms, 
the trio weaving a balance of elo-

Woody Allen’s 
bold, scathing but only occasion- 
ally effective fuck-you of a film is 
essentially a Philip Roth novel 
on celluloid, a scabrous, deeply 
disturbing fable about a testos- 
terone-poisoned self-loathing 
Jewish writer. (Any resemblance 
to the real-life Allen — or Roth 
— is more than coincidental.) 
Harry Block (Allen) is a success- 
ful Upper West Side novelist 
who cannibalizes his own life for 
his art. Married and divorced 
three times, Harry has slept with 
innumerable inappropriate 
women: prostitutes; a sister-in- 
law, Lucy (Judy Davis); his ana- 
lyst, Joan (Kirstie Alley); her 
patient (after he’s married Joan); 
and such pliable young acolytes 
as Fay (Elisabeth Shue). Now 
his crises are converging, and 
Harry’s stories get acted out on 
screen by an absurdly overquali- 
fied cast of bit players including 
Robin Williams, Julia Louis-

Kavner, Tobey Maguire, Richard 
Benjamin, and Demi Moore. The 
dense and complex structure, 
laden with flashbacks, stories, 
fantasies, and doubled charac- 
ters, makes the distinction 
between Harry’s life and his fic- 
tion especially confusing — but 
the Pirandeilian games are a red 
herring.

chievous energy that can endow 
anything it touches with the gift 
of flight. As soon as Williams 
sets his goo loose on the world, 
mirthful chaos is inevitable 
Flubber, though, seems to have 
been coated with a substance of 
entirely opposite qualities.

The cast includes Dave 
(Mark Addy), a sensitive lug 
impotent because of his gut;

(1997). Co-writers and stars Matt 
Damon and Ben Affleck may 
have gotten all the publicity, but 
the real revelation here is that 
director Gus Van Sant (Drug- 
store Cowboy, To Die For has a 
warm and fuzzy side. Damon's 
Will Hunting is a young punk 
from South Boston who, when 
he's not hanging out with his 
buddy Chuckie (Affleck — street- 
worn, menacing, and endearing), 
is secretly writing out the solu- 
tions to humungous math prob- 
lems at MIT, where he works as 
a janitor. This surprises and kin- 
dies the ambition of Professor 
Lambeau (Stellan Skarsgard), 
who wants to hunt the mystery 
prodigy down and take him 
under his wing. Will's no sweetie 
— in keeping with the movie's 
penchant for Dickensian 
extremes, he’s not just a genius 
but an abused orphan with a 
pop-psychological checklist of 
behavioral problems. Damon 
and Skarsgard create scenes 
that resound with humor and 
emotion; too bad there's no 
chemistry in Will's courting of 
Skylar (Minnie Driver), a Harvard 
student who's also an orphan 
(and an heiress). As for the 
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director, it may be a spurious 
happy Hunting ground he's offer- 
ing, but with the help of Damon 
and Affleck he makes good 
Cheri, Kendall Square, Chestnut 
Hill, suburbs.

Although not as 
freewheeling as Jane Campion 
in The Portrait of a Lady, lain 
Softley cuts through Henry

(1997). Alan Rickman’s directori- 
al debut is an auspicious first 
film, a stark, sometimes stagy, 
surprisingly funny movie that's 
both cozy and insidiously unset- 
tling. Based on the play by 
Sharman Macdonald, and set in 
a desolate Scottish coastal town 
on a winter's day so cold the sea 
has frozen, the movie brings 
together Frances (Emma 
Thompson), a photographer 
who's just lost her husband, and 
her mother, Elspeth (Thomp- 
son's real-life mother, Phyllida 
Law), the ostensible, unexpected 
guest of the title. Elspeth arrives 
to rouse her from her mourning; 
they stroll the monochromatic 
streets and seascape, Frances 
with camera at hand, and 
unknowingly join three other 
pairs of wanderers, whose 
sometimes intersecting paths 
Rickman deftly follows.
